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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  March  7,  1973  and  re¬ 
elected  Donn  B.  Griffin,  Chairman.  Haden  G.  Greenhalgh 
was  re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  Clerk 
of  all  Boards.  Barry  A.  Hemeon  was  elected  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors. 

This  year  has  again  shown  tremendous  growth  in  the 
town  with  many  new  residents  making  Harwich  their  per¬ 
manent  home.  We  welcome  all  “newcomers”  and  invite  them 
to  visit  us  at  the  Town  Hall  where  we  still  maintain  an  “open 
door  policy”. 

We  want  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  townspeople  and 
all  boards  and  officials  for  working  so  diligently  on  the  new 
zoning  By-law  that  was  passed  in  November. 

Harwich  continues  to  lead  the  way  in  planning  for  a  bal¬ 
anced  future  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud. 

As  per  instructions  of  Article  25,  we  have  sponsored  an 
article  for  the  acceptance  of  various  private  ways  as  Town 
roads  for  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  State  has  as¬ 
sured  us  that  work  on  Queen  Anne  Road  will  start  this  year. 

Mr.  B.  F.  C.  Whitehouse  left  the  Town  a  substantial  gift 
of  money  in  his  will  for  work  at  Whitehouse  Field.  We  are 
most  grateful  to  the  Whitehouse  family  for  their  very  gen¬ 
erous  gifts  to  the  Town  over  the  years. 

In  accordance  with  voter  action  on  Article  10,  Repre¬ 
sentative  Cahoon  filed  legislation  which  the  legislature  did 
not  see  fit  to  pass.  He  has  refiled  for  the  1973  session. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  more  efficiency,  we  have  submit¬ 
ted  an  article  for  a  “Natural  Resources  Officer”  who  will  per¬ 
form  the  duties  of  Harbormaster,  Shellfish  Constable,  Her¬ 
ring  Supervisor  as  well  as  assist  in  the  surveillance  of  our 
Conservation  lands  and  wetlands  by-law. 

The  position  of  Assistant  Building  Inspector  will  appear 
as  an  article  in  the  1973  Warrant. 
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For  fifteen  weeks  we  have  participated  in  an  evening 
course  at  the  high  school  entitled  “Know  Your  Town.”  Hope¬ 
fully,  the  course  will  be  repeated  again  next  year. 

We  want  to  thank  all  Officials,  Committees,  Commis¬ 
sions,  and  Boards  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  during 
the  year.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 


To  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Your  Board  of  Assessors,  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
most  recent  developments  in  assessing,  attended  numerous 
courses  throughout  the  year.  In  September,  we  attended  a 
one  week  course  at  the  University  of  Mass,  and  this  fall  at¬ 
tended  a  six  week  course  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College. 

1973  may  prove  to  be  a  very  confusing  and  costly  year 
to  Mass,  taxpayers.  Because  of  a  change  in  State  law,  all 
cities  and  towns  will  be  required  to  change  from  the  tradi¬ 
tional  calendar  fiscal  year  to  one  beginning  on  July  1  and 
ending  on  June  30  of  the  following  year.  To  accomplish  this, 
we  must  initially  budget  for  an  18  month  period. 

As  presently  written,  this  law  provides  for  an  18  month 
tax  bill  to  be  sent  out  by  June  14,  1973.  Two  thirds  of  this 
tax  bill  will  be  due  November  1,  1973,  with  the  remaining 
portion  due  by  May  1,  1974.  For  subsequent  years  two  bills 
will  be  issued,  each  for  a  six  month  period. 

There  have  been  many  amendments  filed  with  the  Legis¬ 
lature  which  may  change  or  completely  repeal  the  previously 
described  billing  schedule.  This  office  will  do  everything 
possible  to  inform  the  taxpayers  of  Harwich  of  any  change 
that  would  affect  their  tax  liability  or  schedule  of  payments. 
In  order  to  properly  assist  however,  any  errors  or  questions 
should  be  brought  to  our  immediate  attention.  Failure  to  act 
promptly  could  deprive  you  of  your  right  to  file  for  an  abate¬ 
ment. 

Harwich  was  completely  revalued  by  the  United  Apprais¬ 
al  Company  of  Hartford,  Conn,  in  1965.  They  have  continued 
to  do  the  field  work  necessary  to  establish  values  for  new 
construction,  alterations  and  sub-division  plans.  Since  1965, 
with  minor  exceptions,  we  have  remained  fair  and  equal. 
However,  on  November  28,  1972,  the  voters  of  Harwich  adop¬ 
ted  a  new  Master  Zoning  Plan.  Adoption  of  this  plan  will, 
in  all  probability,  have  an  effect  on  land  values  in  Harwich. 
This  Board  will  carefully  study  all  land  transactions  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  use  this  information  to  recommend  pos- 
sibe  future  action. 
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The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Ruth  Titus,  Mrs. 
Helen  Higgins  and  Mrs.  Juell  Buckwold  for  their  able  as¬ 
sistance.  Everyone  who  has  occasion  to  use  this  office  can 
attest  to  their  friendly  attitude  and  competence.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Residents  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Planning  Board  has  had  the  most  active  and  suc¬ 
cessful  year  in  it’s  history.  To  accomplish  our  objectives  this 
year  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  were  called  upon  to 
contribute  more  time  and  effort  than  ever  before.  Our  regu¬ 
lar  weekly  meetings  were  booked  to  capacity  with  appoint¬ 
ments  of  applicants  for  subdivisions,  their  engineers  and/or 
surveyors.  This  made  it  necessary  to  schedule  numerous 
working  sessions  so  that  we  could  complete  our  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  a  comprehensive  new  By-law,  zoning  map  and  a 
conservancy  district  map. 

The  Conservancy  District  map  was  prepared  to  prevent 
the  destruction  of  our  wetlands  by  development  totally  un¬ 
suitable  for  these  areas.  This  map  was  adopted  at  a  special 
Town  Meeting  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  in  a 
precedent  setting  action. 

We  held  a  public  hearing  on  our  new  by-law  recommen¬ 
dations  and  zoning  map  in  October.  It  was  then  decided 
to  move  for  a  special  Town  Meeting  in  November.  With  little 
discussion  from  the  floor  it  was  accepted  and  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  577  yes  to  22  no.  The  final  form  of  our  by-law 
recommendations  were  the  results  of  the  interest  and  many, 
many  preparatory  talks  and  meetings  between  the  Planning 
Board,  Legal  Counsel,  Selectmen,  Conservation  Commission, 
Board  of  Appeals,  Building  Inspector,  Town  Engineer,  and 
the  expertise  of  the  finest  local  legal  talent. 

At  this  time  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  wish 
to  thank  Harold  S.  VanBuren  for  his  cooperation,  judgment 
and  understanding  during  his  faithful  years  of  service  as  a 
member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Mr.  VanBuren’s  resignation 
is  a  great  loss  to  the  Planning  Board,  as  well  as  to  the  Town. 

Our  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  under¬ 
standing  of  the  problems  before  them  and  their  help  by  vot¬ 
ing  our  recommendations  for  the  preservation  of  our  com¬ 
munity.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Personnel  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  appreciation 
to  Henry  F.  Smith  and  Henry  B.  Molony,  both  of  whom  re¬ 
signed  during  1972  and  had,  at  different  times,  served  as  the 
Board’s  Chairman.  Your  new  members  will  seek  to  continue 
the  dedication  which  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Molony  exhibited 
during  their  tenure  as  members  of  this  Board. 

At  the  1972  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  of  Harwich 
accepted  the  revised  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan 
as  recommended  by  the  Board.  For  the  first  time,  this  Plan 
fell  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Economic  Stabil¬ 
ization  Program.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Personnel 
Board  worked  with  Federal  authorities  and  the  Plan  was 
subsequently  approved  and  implemented. 

Because  of  recent  state  requirements,  the  Classification 
and  Compensation  Plan  to  be  presented  in  the  Annual  Town 
Warrant  will  include  the  period  January  1,  1973  to  June  30, 
1974.  With  one  exception,  this  Plan  recommends  a  five  per¬ 
cent  increase  for  the  calendar  year  1973  and  a  five  percent 
increase  (over  the  1973  adjusted  base  pay)  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1974. 

The  Board  has  submitted  an  Article  for  the  Town  War¬ 
rant  in  order  to  give  recognition  to  certain  Town  employees 
who  have  occupied  Step  6  in  one  position  under  the  Classi¬ 
fication  and  Compensation  Plan  for  not  less  than  five  years 
and  whose  compensation  is  established  by  the  Personnel 
Board.  Such  an  employee,  upon  recommendation  of  his  De¬ 
partment  Head  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Personnel 
Board  may  be  granted  not  more  than  once  in  any  year  there¬ 
after  while  remaining  in  the  said  position  a  merit  bonus  of 
five  percent  of  his  current  annual  base  pay.  Such  bonus,  if 
granted,  would  be  in  addition  to  his  regular  annual  pay  and 
would  not  be  considered  as  part  of  his  base  pay.  The  Board 
has  also  requested,  through  an  Article,  that  its  membership 
be  increased  from  three  to  five  members  and  that  the  former 
term  of  three  years  be  changed  to  five  years.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 


The  year  1972  was  the  busiest  in  recent  memory  for  the 
Board  of  Appeals.  In  all,  a  total  of  fifty-three  (53)  petitions 
were  heard  and  decided.  At  the  close  of  business,  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1972,  the  Board  had  no  unfinished  business. 

The  members  of  the  Board  would  like  to  point  out  that 
in  every  of  the  fifty-three  petitions  which  were  heard  by  the 
Board,  the  hearings  were  public  and  held  only  after  all  inter¬ 
ested  parties  had  been  notified  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing.  In  this  respect,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
law  now  requires  that  both  abuttors  and  abuttors-to-abuttors 
be  notified  of  any  hearing  regarding  a  parcel  of  land  about 
which  they  have  legal  interest.  This  has  increased  the  oper¬ 
ating  costs  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  considerably  during  the 
past  year. 

During  the  year  1972,  the  Board’s  work  was  only  slight¬ 
ly  influenced  by  the  recent  passage  of  the  new  zoning  By¬ 
law.  However,  we  do  expect  that  the  nature  of  the  new  law 
will  increase  the  work  load  for  the  Board  in  the  coming  year. 
For  that  reason,  we  have  been  forced  to  increase  our  budget 
request  for  that  period  of  time. 

The  Chairman  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  many  individuals  and  other  Boards  for  their  as¬ 
sistance  during  1972.  No  doubt  someone  will  be  overlooked, 
but  special  thanks  goes  to  the  Selectmen,  Building  Inspec¬ 
tor,  Town  Counsel,  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission,  etc.,  for  the  help  given.

The  tremendously  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  presents 
ever  mounting  problems  for  this  department.  Problems  in¬ 
volving  alcohol  and  narcotics,  especially  among  the  young¬ 
er  citizens.  These  social  problems  will  add  to  our  job  of  try¬ 
ing  to  cope  with  mounting  house  breaks,  acts  of  vandalism, 
rowdyism  and  malicious  damages  and  assaults. 

With  more  housing  and  the  future  Technical  School  we 
can  expect  more  problems  with  accidents  and  parking  in  the 
Town. 

With  the  above  in  mind  I  have  been  exploring  and  plan¬ 
ning  towards  the  next  ten  years  in  the  matter  of  added  per¬ 
sonnel  and  equipment  and  Station  expansion.  I  have  there¬ 
fore  asked  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  look  into  these  problems  and  for  this  Committee  to  sug¬ 
gest  the  best  plan  to  implement  towards  helping  us  in  these 
areas. 
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Storage  is  a  prime  problem  area  in  the  present  Station 
which  is  some  12  years  old  now.  The  Civil  Defense  stockpile 
and  equipment  has  had  to  be  moved  from  the  Elementary 
School  to  the  Police  Station,  adding  to  the  problem  of  crowd¬ 
ing. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  vari¬ 
ous  town  departments,  members  of  the  Police  Department, 
as  well  as  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1972. 

A  siren  splits  the  deafening  silence  of  the  night.  It  is 
joined  by  others  and  is  intermingled  with  the  sound  of 
screeching  tires  and  staccato  radio  messages. 

A  disaster,  natural  or  otherwise,  has  hit  the  town  and 
immediately  the  town’s  police  and  fire  departments  are 
augmented  by  volunteer  members  of  Civil  Defense. 

No  one  is  looking  forward  to  the  day  when  these  citizen 
volunteers  will  have  to  be  used,  but  the  security  of  knowing 
they  are  there,  just  in  case,  is  reassuring. 

While  most  of  us  think  only  of  nuclear  war  or  hurricanes, 
even  the  accepted  New  England  Nor’easter  can  pose  a  threat 
to  life  and  property  if  intense  enough. 

It  is  for  these  possibilities  and  others  that  the  volunteers 
stand  ready  to  aid  neighbors.  The  network  of  communica¬ 
tions  and  emergency  equipment  is  ready  at  all  times  to  meet 
the  unexpected,  and  to  cope  with  the  horror  that  disaster 
brings. 

Communications  of  course  stand  out  as  most  important. 
These  are  furnished  by  the  police,  fire  and  Civil  Defense 
units.  Throughout  the  entire  Civil  Defense  organization,  the 
volunteer  aspect  stands  out.  I  wish  to  mention  especially, 
the  name  of  Mr.  Merton  Young  who  has  done  an  outstanding 
job  with  our  CD  radio  network. 

The  blending  of  resources  with  organized  public  safety 
units,  such  as  police,  fire,  highway,  etc.,  the  utilization  of 
special  talents  at  no  cost,  and  the  dedication  of  volunteers 
who  stand  ready  to  answer  that  call  when  disaster  strikes, 
natural  or  otherwise. 

When  disaster  strikes,  know  what  to  do,  keep  calm  and 
think.  Use  your  head  and  not  your  emotions.  Once  you  have 
decided  what  the  best  action  is  —  DO  IT. 
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In  conclusion  be  sure  you  have  the  basic  stock  of  supplies 
for  any  emergency.  Water,  food  that  does  not  require  cook¬ 
ing  or  refrigeration,  First  Aid  kit,  a  battery  powered  flash¬ 
light  and  radio.  Be  prepared. 

I  wish  to  thank  and  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  of 
the  Civil  Defense  personnel  and  to  all  Town  Departments 
assisting  in  this  program.

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Report  of  the  Harbormaster 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

Few  towns,  if  any,  in  the  Commonwealth  can  match 
what  Harwich  has  provided  for  recreational  boating.  Saqua- 
tucket  operated  at  capacity.  The  town  slips  at  Wychmere 
and  Allen  Harbors  were  full.  The  anchorages  at  these  places 
and  at  Herring  River  and  Round  Cove  were  congested.  Ap¬ 
parently  the  word  is  out  that  Harwich  is  the  place  to  be  if 
you  have  a  boat,  but  when  we’ve  given  our  all  what  more 
can  we  do?  Perhaps  we  best  tell  of  our  success  to  other  com¬ 
munities  and  hope  they  will  take  steps  toward  sharing  the 
burden  Harwich  now  bears. 

For  the  commercial  fleet,  1972  began  with  much  prom¬ 
ise.  Eleven  boats  comprised  by  far  the  largest  off-shore 
lobster  fleet  on  Cape  Cod.  Today  several  of  those  new  boats 
are  for  sale.  The  harrassment  by  foreign  draggers  operating 
along  the  continental  shelf  resulted  in  gear  losses  in  excess 
of  $100,000  for  the  Harwich  fleet.  Economically,  lobstering 
had  just  become  the  most  important  fishery  in  the  Northeast 
because  of  the  relatively  new  off-shore  fleets.  We  still  hope 
for  new  agreements  or  extended  coastal  zones,  protection  for 
American  fishermen  in  some  form.  But  the  waiting  is  costly 
and  cruel. 

An  attempt  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  to  dredge  the  outer 
channel  for  Saquatucket  and  Wychmere  was  aborted  because 
of  equipment  failure.  We  are  hopeful  that  this  project  will 
be  handled  in  the  Spring.  We  also  look  forward  to  a  new 
jetty  on  the  West  side  of  the  entrance  to  Saquatucket  Har¬ 
bor.  The  boat  raft  at  Round  Cove  was  so  dangerous  and  so 
far  beyond  repair  that  I  ordered  it  destroyed  and  removed. 
This  must  be  replaced  by  early  Spring.  Also,  the  electrical 
system  at  Wychmere  is  totally  gone  and  replacement  is 
mandatory.  Articles  have  been  provided  for  both  projects. 
We  will  also  provide  new  ramps  at  Round  Cove,  Wychmere, 
and  Herring  River  and  the  rotted  cap  logs  around  the  bulk¬ 
head  at  Wychmere  town  dock  will  be  replaced  by  Spring. 
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Gross  income  from  slip  rentals  was  $45,900.  This  is  an 
increase  of  $6,800  over  1971  and  breaks  down  as  follows: 
Allen  Harbor  $2,100. 

Wychmere  Harbor  2,312. 

Saquatucket  Harbor  41,489.

The  Committee  met  several  times  with  the  Selectmen. 
Even  though  we  felt  a  few  major  projects  could  be  considered 
this  coming  year,  it  was  decided  that  we  should  practice 
economy  and  bend  our  efforts  to  bring  past  and  current  pro¬ 
jects  to  completion. 

Specifications  for  construction  of  the  West  Jetty  at  the 
entrance  to  Saquatucket  Harbor  are  out  for  bids  and  the 
contract  should  be  awarded  before  the  end  of  1972,  with  work 
completed  by  Spring  of  1973. 

Dredging  of  the  outer  channel  at  Wychmere  and  Saqua¬ 
tucket  Harbor  that  was  promised  for  completion  for  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1972,  but  was  cancelled  due  to  faulty  equipment,  will 
be  completed  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  this  coming 
Spring.  All  funds  for  these  projects  have  been  allocated  with 
no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

Saquatucket  Harbor  Marina  operated  at  full  capacity 
this  past  year.  Installation  of  the  fuel  facility  was  completed 
and  also  in  full  operation.  Mr.  Sherrill  B.  Smith,  our  Harbor 
Master,  should  be  commended  for  a  very  fine  job  well  done. 
His  pleasant,  courteous  nature,  coupled  with  his  firm  grip 
on  the  management  of  the  Marina  and  our  waterways,  has 
caused  Saquatucket  Harbor  and  the  Town  of  Harwich  to  be 
known,  enjoyed,  and  loved  up  and  down  the  Coast. 

If  you,  a  citizen  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  have  not  vis¬ 
ited  our  new  Harbor,  PLEASE  DO  and  enjoy  unequalled 
scenic  beauty  —  a  rarity  in  our  busy  world.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  held  regular 
meetings  twice  each  month  throughout  the  year  and  also 
held  special  weekly  sessions  during  the  fall  to  keep  up  with 
our  rapidly  expanding  work  load. 

The  Commission  is  now  responsible  for  holding  hearings 
under  the  State’s  Wetland  Protections  Act  of  1972.  A  number 
of  these  hearings  were  held  throughout  the  year. 

In  November,  the  citizens  of  Harwich  enacted  a  new  zon¬ 
ing  bylaw  which  prohibits  the  filling  of  any  type  of  wetland 
anywhere  in  the  town.  This  bylaw,  together  with  the  state 
law,  places  a  good  deal  of  authority  in  the  hands  of  the 
town  in  controlling  such  activities. 

Our  land  acquisition  program  moved  forward  with  the 
addition  of  several  parcels  so  wisely  voted  by  the  citizens  of 
Harwich  at  annual  Town  Meeting.  Also  made  possible  by 
the  voters  was  an  engineering  study  of  the  Herring  River 
and  its  watershed  area.  The  funds  appropriated  for  this 
have  been  matched  by  a  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 
The  survey  is  now  in  progress  and  will  be  completed  within 
18  months. 

The  management  of  our  conservation  areas  was  carried 
forward  with  many  necessary  improvements  to  the  reservoir 
area.  Our  new  Herring  Run  was  in  operation  this  spring 
and  a  reasonably  good  return  of  alewives  were  helped  to 
their  spawning  grounds  in  Long  Pond  by  our  system  of  lad¬ 
ders.  These  fish  are  born  in  the  pond  in  the  spring  and  swim 
down  the  river  to  the  sea  in  the  late  summer  and  early  fall. 
They  remain  far  out  at  sea  for  three  years  and  then  return 
to  the  river  to  spawn.  Many  die  in  the  attempt  but  some 
survive  and  return  again. 

The  Town  can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  this  is  one  of 
the  few  remaining  large  Herring  Runs  on  the  coast. 

The  Commission  distributed  three  thousand  trees  to 
Harwich  residents  in  the  spring  and,  thanks  to  our  wet 
weather,  a  high  survival  rate  is  reported. 
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In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  continue  acquiring  land 
along  the  Herring  River  and  to  begin  to  acquire  land  in  the 
Island  Pond  area.  With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Town’s 
population,  such  areas  will  be  essential  for  open  space  and 
recreation. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  our  friends 
and  supporters  who  have  helped  so  much  in  making  our 
Town  conservation  program  an  outstanding  success.  We  ex¬ 
tend  a  special  thanks  to  our  Board  of  Selectmen  who  are  all 
sincerely  interested  in  preserving  the  natural  environment 
and  beauty  of  our  Town  in  the  interest  of  its  Citizens  and 
its  future  Citizens.

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Report  of  the 

Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1972  brought  many  personnel  changes  to  this 
Commission.  In  April  our  Treasurer,  Allin  P.  Thompson,  Jr., 
was  appointed  to  the  Town’s  Finance  Committee  and  there¬ 
for  had  to  resign  from  Parks  and  Recreation.  Mr.  Thomp¬ 
son  had  spent  several  years  as  a  Parks  Commission  member 
prior  to  its  merging  with  the  Recreation  Commission  in  1969, 
and  was  a  valuable  member  of  this  Commission. 

On  October  31st  Commissioner  Brenton  I.  Wixon  passed 
away.  Mr.  Wixon  served  on  the  Parks  Commission  before  it 
merged  with  the  Recreation  Commission.  In  fact,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Recreation  Advisory  Council  back  in  1950  and 
spent  a  total  of  twenty-two  years  in  service  to  the  Town  of 
Harwich.  In  view  of  his  long  service  and  dedication,  and  his 
keen  interest  in  the  total  development  of  parks  and  recre¬ 
ation,  it  was  unanimously  voted  by  this  Commission  to  name 
the  landing  at  the  east  end  of  Long  Pond,  “The  Brenton  I. 
Wixon  Recreational  Area”. 

The  summer  recreational  program  this  year  was  directed 
by  Bruce  MacPherson  —  his  third  consecutive  summer.  Mr. 
MacPherson  directed  a  staff  of  nine  instructors  in  a  well- 
rounded  program  of  activities  which  included  swimming, 
boating,  lifesaving,  arts  &  crafts,  tennis  and  playground 
games.  Tennis  continues  to  grow  in  popularity  and  two  new 
courts  are  under  construction  for  use  this  coming  summer. 
We  will  then  have  a  total  of  six  courts  at  Brooks  Park. 

Along  with  maintaining  the  recreation  areas  and  me¬ 
morial  squares,  our  major  responsibility  has  been  the  utiliza¬ 
tion  of  the  Recreation  Building  throughout  the  year.  10,479 
persons  were  logged  in  this  year,  representing  approximately 
34  different  organizations. 

Another  area  of  key  importance  continues  to  be  White- 
house  Field.  Used  by  the  Mariners  and  other  local  baseball 
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teams  this  field  requires  constant  maintenance  and  super¬ 
vision.  This  year  we  are  asking  the  Town  to  raise  and  allo¬ 
cate  sufficient  funds  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of 
lightning  rods  to  protect  the  floodlighting  system.  The  rider- 
mower  purchased  this  past  spring  has  greatly  helped  our 
men  to  care  for  the  field’s  grassy  areas. 

As  the  Town’s  population  grows,  so  must  its  recreational 
facilities.  A  large  part  of  this  Commission’s  time  is  spent  in 
the  study  of  the  future  growth  of  the  Town  and  what  needs 
this  Commission  can  fill  in  its  field.

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After  collecting  the  data  on  the  History  of  the  Indians 
of  Harwich,  the  Commission  decided  to  compile  the  material 
in  book  form.  It  was  printed  by  Jack  Viall  and  published  by 
the  Harwich  Historical  Society. 

During  the  research  on  the  Indian  History,  the  Indian 
Prayer  Stone  and  the  Indian  Burial  Ground  in  East  Har¬ 
wich  came  under  discussion.  Hopefully,  plans  are  being 
formulated  to  acquire  this  property  for  Historic  Preservation. 

The  Harwich  District  Commission  feels  that  the  Har¬ 
wich  Historic  District  should  be  enlarged  to  include  Parallel 
Street  from  Sisson  Road  to  Bank  Street.

Legislation  to  transfer  wartime  Massachusetts 
veterans  from  this  department  to  that  of  Public  Welfare  has 
been  filed,  with  the  support  of  the  Governor.  This  callous 
proposal  is  made  with  the  expectation  that  federal  welfare 
reimbursement  will  smother  any  criticism.  Those  who  feel 
that  the  present  program  of  caring  for  needy  veterans  and 
their  families  is  working  properly  and  with  dignity  for  the 
veteran  should  make  their  views  known  to  Senator  John  F. 
Aylmer  and  Representative  Howard  C.  Cahoon,  Jr.  The 
address  for  both  gentlemen  is:  State  House,  Boston.  If  they 
fail  to  do  so,  it  may  well  mean  the  end  of  this  department 
and  local  control  of  it. 

After  invaluable  service,  Mrs.  Frank  Ball  retired  this 
year  from  this  office.  Her  place  has  been  taken  by  Mrs. 
John  Hamilton.  Our  office  is  in  the  Brooks  Academy  build¬ 
ing,  Harwich  Center,  on  Sisson  Road.  The  telephone  number

This  need 
is  becoming  more  and  more  imminent. 

After  almost  a  year  of  discussions  and  surveying  other 
cemeteries,  a  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  were  adopted  by 
the  Commission  and  printed  in  April.  These  include  regula¬ 
tions  concerning  monuments  and  plantings  and  so  forth.  A 
printed  copy  is  delivered  with  each  new  deed. 

The  Research  Records  project  was  begun  during  1972 
and  is  proceeding  smoothly.  Several  workers  have  been  re¬ 
cruited  from  among  our  Senior  Citizens,  and  they  are  work¬ 
ing  faithfully  to  research  existing  burial  lots  in  Island  Pond 
Cemetery  in  an  attempt  to  determine  who  is  buried  where. 
When  Town  records  and  Cemetery  Commission  records 
proved  to  be  inadequate,  there  appeared  a  vital  need  to  have 
accurate  records  as  land  becomes  more  and  more  at  a  pre¬ 
mium.  One  of  the  results  of  this  project’s  completion  will 
be  that  we  will  know  what  descendants  of  each  family  own¬ 
ing  plots  in  the  Cemetery  are  now  living  and  where  they  may 
be  contacted.  The  Commissioners  are  grateful  that  the 
townspeople  saw  the  need  for  this  work  to  begin  and  voted 
the  necessary  funds  at  last  year’s  Town  Meeting  to  work  on 
this  project.  Under  Forrest  Eaton’s  supervision,  research  will 
continue  through  1973. 

An  article  is  being  submitted  this  year  to  appropriate  two 
thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  for  hot  mixing  and  improving  vari¬ 
ous  roads  in  Island  Pond  Cemetery.  The  Commission  is  also 
requesting  a  gas-powered  machine  for  trimming  grass  from 
around  headstones.  Much  labor  expenditure  could  be  saved 
if  this  machine  were  purchased  to  trim  close  to  headstones, 
and  the  machine  is  so  constructed  that  stones  are  not  mar¬ 
red  or  defaced  in  any  way. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Cemetery  Commission  are  held 
on  the  second  Sunday  of  each  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the 
Police  Station.  The  plan  of  this  Commission  is  to  continue 
this  schedule  throughout  1973. 
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This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  publicly  com¬ 
mending  the  continuing  conscientious  and  faithful  services 
of  our  Cemetery  Superintendent,  Mr.  Joseph  Baker.  General 
maintenance  and  good  care  was  performed  by  Mr.  Baker  and 
his  employees  at  Island  Pond  Cemetery  and  all  of  our  other 
Town  Cemeteries  during  1972.

The  Chamber’s  Information  Booth  welcomed  10,443  vis¬ 
itors  —  1,068  for  lodgings  —  through  Labor  Day.  Questions 
answered  by  Booth  personnel  help  alleviate  summer  traffic 
tie-ups  in  all  parts  of  the  Town.  The  Booth,  while  small  in 
size,  is  large  in  service. 

The  Pre-Town  Meeting  and  Candidates  Night  was  most 
informative  and  was  very  well  attended  by  Harwich  tax¬ 
payers. 

The  two  Band  Concerts  —  one  in  July  and  one  in  August 
—  were  enjoyed  by  townspeople  and  vacationers  alike.  The 
Service  Bands  played  to  SRO  audiences  in  the  Jr.  -  Sr.  High 
School  Auditorium. 
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Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  lost  a  loyal  friend  with 
the  passing  of  Mrs.  E.  James  Leonard.  Margaret,  or  Peg,  had 
served  as  Secretary  for  several  years.  She  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  all  who  had  known  or  served  with  her. 

The  Chamber  will  continue  to  promote  the  Town  of 
Harwich,  and  solicits  active  participation  and  ideas  from  one 
and  all.

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Report  of  the 

Trustees  of  Brooks  Free  Library 


The  year  1972  was  a  notable  one  for  Brooks  Free  Library. 
Not  since  its  inception  almost  a  century  ago  has  such  signifi¬ 
cant  development  taken  place.  For  1972  saw  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  the  long-sought  expansion  of  the  library  building 
and  with  it  increased  service  to  patrons. 

The  March  annual  town  meeting  voted  unanimously  to 
accept  proposed  plans  for  renovation  of  the  first  story  court¬ 
rooms  and  the  annexation  of  the  old  telephone  exchange 
next  door.  Price  tag  for  complete  alteration,  renovation  and 
equipment  of  the  two  buildings  was  $144,700.00.  The  town 
meeting  also  accepted  articles  to  purchase  the  so-called  Lark¬ 
in  lot  to  the  east  of  the  library  land  and  to  enlarge  the  board 
of  trustees  to  six  members,  terms  staggered. 

Work  on  the  buildings  was  started  immediately  after  the 
town  meeting  and  mainly  completed,  without  incident,  by 
late  September;  at  which  time  —  Sunday,  the  24th  —  a 
formal  “opening”  of  the  newly  equipped  and  decorated  build¬ 
ing  was  held.  Hundreds  of  visitors  from  Harwich  and  else¬ 
where  toured  and  admired  the  premises. 

The  successful  completion  of  the  building  program 
reflects  the  excellent  work  of  our  Library  Needs  Study  Com¬ 
mittee  whose  chairman,  Lodge  Staubach,  and  members  Ken¬ 
neth  Coulson,  Robert  Scannell,  Catherine  Hudson,  Sheila 
Ebbett,  William  Jussila,  Clifford  McKinnon,  and  Ralph  Brett 
worked  unstintingly  with  the  Trustees  and  our  capable  archi¬ 
tect  Mr.  Earle  Kempton  to  present  practical  and  economical 
plans  to  the  town.  Thanks  for  the  thoroughly  enjoyable 
“open  house”  celebration  are  due  in  large  part  to  the  Friends 
of  Brooks  Library,  the  Junior  Women’s  Club,  and  the  Garden 
Club  of  Harwich. 

By  coincidence,  1972  also  marked  Librarian  Virginia 
Doane’s  twenty-fifth  year  of  service  to  Brooks  Library.  In 
her  honor  a  reception  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  open 
house  of  September  24th.  Her  many  friends  and  colleagues 
joined  with  the  Trustees  and  staff  of  the  Library  in  expres¬ 
sing  gratitude  for  her  years  of  imaginative  service.  Gifts, 
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citations,  and  the  dedication  of  the  adult  reading  room  in 
her  honor  marked  the  ceremonies. 

The  Trustees  also  gratefully  acknowledge  gifts  of  chairs 
from  the  Evening  Division  of  the  Women’s  Club  and  of  books 
and  money  from  numerous  donors  in  honor  of  deceased 
friends  and  relatives.  Valuable  help  was  rendered  by  the 
Harwich  Jaycees.  The  inmates  of  the  Barnstable  House  of 
Correction  refinished  the  old  oak  library  furniture  and  the 
judge’s  bench  from  the  juvenile  courtroom  which  now  makes 
a  handsome  main  charge  desk.  The  Friends  contributed  a 
fine  oak  wall  clock,  a  large  set  of  teaspoons  and  a  collection 
of  china  teacups.  We  are  indebted  to  the  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  for  parking  signs  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  All  in  all, 
a  facility  of  which  the  Town  may  be  very  proud  —  a  library 
unsurpassed  on  Cape  Cod  for  style,  equipment,  and  service  — 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  interested  efforts  of  many 
Harwich  citizens. 

A  number  of  special  meetings  of  the  Trustees  were  held 
to  transact  business  related  to  the  renovation.  Other  busi¬ 
ness  was  conducted  at  six  regular  meetings.  It  was  voted  to 
open  the  library  Saturday  morning  at  10  o’clock,  making 
service  available  to  the  public  three  more  hours  a  week.  Since 
circulation  had  increased  markedly  it  was  also  determined  to 
make  the  position  of  head  librarian  that  of  a  full-time  pro¬ 
fessional.  Assistant  and  substitute  librarians  have  been  en¬ 
gaged  to  maintain  a  staff  of  at  least  two  or  three  at  all  times 
during  hours  open.  Another  assistant,  specalizing  in  chil¬ 
dren’s  work,  comes  to  us  from  Operation  Mainstream. 

The  policy  of  extending  lending  privileges  without  charge 
to  all  residents  and  libraries  in  the  Commonwealth  was  af¬ 
firmed,  as  well  as  limited  privileges  to  out-of-state  libraries. 

The  Trustees  and  staff  attended  meetings  of  various 
professional  groups. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  looks  back  on  1972  with  great 
satisfaction  and  forward  to  1973  anticipating  continued  dy¬ 
namic  growth  in  library  service  for  Harwich.

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Librarian’s  Report 


The  year  1972  will  long  be  remembered  in  library  annals 
as  the  time  when  the  big  renovation  was  made.  By  the  time 
September  24th  arrived  as  the  day  of  “open  house”,  interest 
in  the  project  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  over  700 
people  not  only  from  Harwich,  but  from  many  other  Eastern 
Massachusetts  towns  had  come  to  see  what  had  been  accom¬ 
plished.  Tours  of  the  building  were  conducted  by  members 
of  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club,  delicious  refreshments 
were  served  by  the  Friends  of  Brooks  Library,  and  the  Har¬ 
wich  Garden  Club  provided  lovely  flower  arrangements. 

From  late  March  to  September,  the  library  managed  to 
stay  open  during  the  renovation,  except  for  43  days.  Patrons 
were  most  patient  as  they  sifted  through  the  dust  of  con¬ 
struction  to  find  books  in  odd  places.  The  moving  of  the 
main  collection  was  accomplished  by  the  staff,  and  members 
of  the  “Friends”  came  in  on  several  days  to  arrange  some  of 
the  shelves. 

Sixth  grades  visited  the  library  monthly  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  and  since  the  reopening  we  have  had  young¬ 
sters  from  both  fifth  and  sixth  grades  visiting  during  school 
hours,  as  well  as  groups  from  Head  Start. 

The  expanded  facilities  have  permitted  us  to  make 
broader  use  of  the  Eastern  Region  resources.  With  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  the  Depository  in  Yarmouth  Port,  Brooks  Library 
has  been  able  to  borrow  collections  of  books  in  many  fields 
for  both  children  and  adults.  These  collections  together  with 
the  use  of  films  and  additional  records  have  been  most  wel¬ 
come.  Films  shown  at  the  library  for  general  audiences  in¬ 
cluded  “Ballet  with  Villella”,  “The  Nutcracker”,  and  “Vienna 
in  3/4  Time”.  Other  films  were  borrowed  for  the  Intermedi¬ 
ate  School  and  the  Police  Association.  In  addition,  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  our  requests  for  interlibrary  loan 
material  and  for  answers  to  reference  questions  from  the 
Sub-Regional  Center  at  Falmouth  Library. 

So  many  people  have  expressed  their  interest  and  pleas¬ 
ure  in  the  renovation  with  gifts  of  fine  books;  bone  china  tea 
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cups  from  the  members  of  the  “Friends”;  folding  chairs  from 
the  Evening  Division  of  the  Harwich  Woman’s  Club;  and 
flowers  and  dried  arrangements  for  the  front  planters  from 
Betty  Bobp  and  Laura  Townsend.  Especially  fun  during  the 
Holiday  Season  was  the  “dressing  up”  of  the  new  library 
with  decorations  from  the  Harwich  Girl  Scouts,  the  Harwich 
Garden  Club,  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  and  Christ¬ 
mas  lighting  from  Robert  Doane. 

As  of  December  31,  1972,  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library  included  14,296  adult  books,  and  4,855  juvenile  titles 
making  a  total  of  19,151  volumes.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Technical  High  School  District 

School  Committee 


During  the  first  three  months  of  this  past  year  our  school 
committee  was  lead  by  Joel  Wolfson,  Chairman,  (Yarmouth) 
and  Bernard  Klingenstein,  Vice-chairman,  (Orleans).  Dur¬ 
ing  our  regular  yearly  organization  meeting  in  April,  R. 
Arthur  Williams  was  elected  Chairman  (Barnstable),  and 
Oscar  W.  Doane,  Jr.,  Vice-chairman  (Yarmouth). 

This  has  been  a  year  of  rapid  progress  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  planning  for  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High 
School.  It  seems  good  to  see  activity  on  our  site  located  in 
Harwich  at  the  intersection  of  Route  124  and  the  Mid  Cape 
Highway.  We  have  renovated  the  one  existing  building  on 
the  64-acre  site  into  offices  for  our  administrative  staff. 

The  craft  and  professional  advisory  committees  for  each 
of  our  twenty  curriculum  areas  have  been  of  great  assistance 
in  developing  a  realistic  and  desirable  program  and  labora¬ 
tory  for  their  particular  skill  area.  At  our  introductory  meet¬ 
ing  the  Cape  Cod  Standard  Times  reported  that  the  200 
people  in  attendance  were  the  largest  number  ever  assembled 
on  the  Cape  to  plan  a  school.  These  advisory  committee 
members  have  met  with  our  staff  and  the  architect  and  have 
given  written  recommendations  for  consideration  and  adop¬ 
tion. 

As  a  school  committee  we  have  agreed  not  to  come  to 
the  voters  until  we  have  a  firm  bid  in  hand  and  can  then  give 
you  the  actual  cost  for  constructing  Cape  Cod  Tech.  This 
figure  will  be  available  in  late  January  and  we  plan  to  ask 
for  your  vote  during  the  latter  part  of  February  to  authorize 
the  committee  to  borrow  money  for  construction.  You  have 
voted  for  our  school  twice  before,  first  for  authority  to  form 
the  District,  and  second  for  the  bonds  to  purchase  the  land 
and  pay  the  architect.  We  hope  you  will  approve  of  the  re¬ 
sults  from  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  that  has  been 
spent  in  planning  this  school  and  authorize  our  committee 
to  sell  bonds  for  its  actual  construction. 
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The  undersigned  are  your  local  representatives  serving 
on  the  largest  school  committee  in  Massachusetts.  Our 
twenty-two  members  represent  the  eleven  towns  from  Barn¬ 
stable  to  Provincetown.  Serving  on  the  committee  has  been 
a  challenging  and  rewarding  experience.  We  pledge  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  our  best  to  be  worthy  of  the  confidence  placed  in 
us  by  appointment  to  this  important  group.

Report  of  the 

School  Space  Needs  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Article  73  of  the  1972  An¬ 
nual  Town  Meeting,  a  School  Space  Needs  Committee  was 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  school  facilities  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  and  of  making 
its  recommendations  relative  thereto.  It  was  readily  appar¬ 
ent  to  the  Members  of  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee 
that  a  serious  overcrowding  problem  existed  in  the  Harwich 
School  System.  It  was  equally  obvious  that  the  problem, 
which  had  been  created  by  a  sudden,  dramatic,  and  unex¬ 
pected  student  population  increase  at  the  beginning  of  the 
1971-72  school  year,  was  being  further  compounded  by  an 
unusually  heavy  registration  of  students  during  the  school 
year.  Because  of  the  delays  which  are  normally  encountered 
in  new  school  construction,  the  Committee  was  compelled  to 
seek  some  other  solution  for  the  short  range  problem  with 
which  it  was  immediately  confronted.  After  exploring  all  of 
the  various  alternatives,  the  Committee  in  June  sought  and 
received  the  approval  of  the  Voters  for  the  acquisition  of 
relocatable  classrooms  for  use  at  each  of  the  existing  school 
facilities.  At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  began  to  explore 
the  possible  alternative  solutions  to  the  long  range  space 
needs  of  the  Harwich  School  System.  Working  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  professional  administrators  of  the  Harwich 
School  System,  the  Members  of  the  Committee  set  about  the 
task  of  gathering  the  necessary  data  to  properly  frame  the 
alternative  solutions  and  consider  the  various  ramifications 
inherent  in  the  alternatives  which  this  data  suggested.  In 
addition,  the  Committee  utilized  the  services  of  various  con¬ 
sultants  who  provided  valuable  information  relative  to  demo¬ 
graphic  projections,  architectural  feasibility  studies,  and 
other  areas  of  necessary  inquiry.  The  Committee  has  also 
met  with  officers  from  the  State  Department  of  Education 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  the  problems  involved  and  possi¬ 
ble  solutions  thereof.  Although  the  details  of  the  recommen- 
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dations  to  be  made  by  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee 
are  dependent  upon  the  results  of  further  conferences  re¬ 
quired  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  during  the 
next  several  months,  all  of  the  information  which  has  been 
gathered  by  the  Committee  compels  the  conclusion  that  the 
construction  of  additional  school  facilities  is  a  necessity. 
Therefore,  the  Members  of  the  School  Space  Needs  Com¬ 
mittee  unanimously  voted  to  submit  articles  for  inclusion  in 
the  Warrant  for  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting  seeking  the 
creation  of  a  Building  Committee  and  requesting  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  planning  money.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Harwich  for 
the  period  from  November  16,  1969,  the  date  of  the  previous 
examination,  to  August  9,  1971,  and  submit  the  following 
report  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  town  accoun¬ 
tant  were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded, 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  payments  were  com¬ 
pared  with  the  treasury  warrants  signed  by  the  selectmen 
and  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book.  The  appropriations  and 
loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  rec¬ 
ord  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
records  of  the  finance  committee.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
analyzed,  the  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  August  9,  1971  was  prepared  and  is 
appended  to  this  report. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed 
and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  records  in  the  several 
departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the  approved  war¬ 
rants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds,  and  with 
the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  August  9,  1971  could  not 
be  immediately  verified  because  the  treasurer’s  books  and 
records  were  incomplete  and  not  of  current  date. 

In  order  to  reconcile  the  treasurer’s  accounts,  it  was 
necessary  to  do  a  great  deal  of  detailed  checking  which  added 
substantially  to  the  time  consumed  in  auditing  the  accounts. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  compared 
with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  out¬ 
standing  bonds  and  coupons  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
a  statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  and  State 
taxes,  the  county  retirement  system,  group  insurance,  and 
school  employees’  annuities  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  amounts  withheld  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s 
recorded  receipts,  and  the  payments  to  the  proper  agencies 
were  verified. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  trustees  were  examined  and 
listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  transfers  to  the 
town  being  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  taxes,  interest,  and  costs  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  records 
of  the  tax  collector,  the  disclaimers  were  verified,  and  the 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled 
with  the  accountant’s  ledger  controls,  and  checked  with  the 
records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstand¬ 
ing  at  the  time  of  the  previous  audit,  as  well  as  all  subse¬ 
quent  commitments,  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the 
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assessors’  warrants  issued  for  their  collection.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book, 
the  abatements  as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  records 
of  the  assessors,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were 
verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved 
with  the  respective  controlling  accounts  in  the  accountant’s 
ledger,  and  the  cash  balance  on  August  9,  1971  was  verified 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  welfare,  vet¬ 
erans’  services,  school,  and  water  departments  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  charges  were  proved,  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant’s  ledger  controls. 

In  order  to  further  verify  the  outstanding  tax,  excise, 
and  departmental  accounts,  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number 
of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  departmental  collections  by  the  selectmen 
and  the  town  clerk,  as  well  as  by  the  police,  health,  and 
school  departments,  and  by  all  other  departments  in  which 
money  was  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer 
being  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials,  filed  as 
required  by  law  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties, 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the 
balance  sheet,  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  treas¬ 
urer’s,  collector’s,  and  town  clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the 
payroll  deductions,  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and 
departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  all  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

ZONING  BY-LAW 

Section  I 

TITLE  AND  AUTHORITY 

This  By-Law  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the 
‘‘Harwich  Zoning  By-Law”  which  herein  is  called  “this  By- 
Law”  and  is  adopted  by  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  au¬ 
thority  granted  the  town  by  Chapter  40A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  now  existing 
or  hereafter  amended  (herein  called  “The  Zoning  Enabling 
Act”). 

Section  II 
DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law  certain  terms  and  words 
shall  have  the  meaning  given  herein.  Words  used  in  the 
present  tense  include  the  future;  the  singular  number  in¬ 
cludes  the  plural,  and  the  plural  includes  the  singular;  the 
words  “building,”  “structure,”  “lot,”  “land”  or  “premises” 
shall  be  construed  as  though  followed  by  the  words  “or  any 
portion  thereof;”  and  the  word  “shall”  is  always  mandatory 
and  not  merely  directory. 

The  word  “person”  includes  a  firm,  association,  organiza¬ 
tion,  partnership,  trust,  company,  or  organization  as  well  as 
an  individual.  The  words  “used”  or  “occupied”  include  the 
words  “intended,  designed  or  arranged  to  be  used  or  occu¬ 
pied.”  The  word  “lot”  includes  the  words  “plot”  or  “parcel.” 

ALTERATION:  Any  construction,  reconstruction  or  other 
action  resulting  in  a  change  in  the  structural  parts  or  height, 
number  of  stories,  size,  use  or  location  of  a  structure. 

BOARD:  The  Board  of  Appeals  of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

BUILDING:  A  combination  of  any  materials,  whether 
portable  or  fixed,  having  a  roof  or  similar  covering,  to  form 
a  structure  for  the  shelter  of  persons,  animals  or  property. 
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BUILDING,  ACCESSORY:  A  detached  building,  the  use 
of  which  is  customarily  incidental  and  subordinate  to  that 
of  the  principal  building,  and  which  is  located  on  the  same 
lot  as  that  occupied  by  the  principal  building. 

DWELLING  UNIT:  A  building  or  portion  thereof  consist¬ 
ing  of  one  or  more  rooms  containing  cooking  and  sanitary 
facilities  and  designed  for  human  habitation  by  one  family 
independent  of  other  facilities. 

DWELLING,  MULTIFAMILY:  A  detached  building  con¬ 
taining  three  or  more  dwelling  units,  including  apartment 
house,  garden  apartment  house,  town  house  or  row  houses. 

DWELLING,  ONE-FAMILY:  A  single,  separate  dwelling) 
unit,  designed  for  occupancy  by  one  family  only. 

DWELLING,  TWO  FAMILY:  A  detached  building,  contain¬ 
ing  two  dwelling  units,  whether  side-by-side,  over  each  other 
or  in  any  other  combination. 

ESSENTIAL  SERVICE:  Services  and  appurtenant  struc¬ 
tures,  uses  and  equipment  provided  by  public  utility  com¬ 
panies  or  governmental  agencies  including,  but  not  limited 
to  gas,  electrical,  sewage,  drainage  or  water  distribution  or 
collection  systems  and  services  provided  thereby. 

FAMILY:  One  or  more  persons  living  as  a  single,  non¬ 
profit  housekeeping  unit. 

GUEST  HOUSE:  A  building  containing  one  dwelling  unit 
and  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  guest  house  units. 

FLOOR  AREA,  NET:  The  sum  of  the  areas  of  the  several 
floors  of  a  building,  measured  from  the  exterior  faces  of  the 
walls  but  not  including  cellars,  unenclosed  porches,  attics 
not  used  for  human  occupancy,  or  any  floor  space  in  acces¬ 
sory  buildings  or  in  the  principal  building  designed  for  the 
parking  of  motor  vehicles  in  order  to  meet  the  parking  re¬ 
quirements  of  this  By-Law. 

HEIGHT:  The  height  of  a  building  or  structure  above 
ground  level  computed  by  averaging  the  distance  between 
the  lowest  grade  point  at  the  base  of  the  structure  and  the 
top  of  said  structure,  and  the  distance  between  the  highest 
grade  point  at  the  base  of  the  structure  and  the  top  of  said 
structure. 

HOME  OCCUPATION:  An  accessory  commercial  use  of 
residential  premises  located  in  a  residential  zone  and  carried 
on  entirely  within  the  dwelling  unit  (except  for  storage  or 
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parking  of  permitted  commercial  vehicles  used  in  connection 
with  said  occupation)  and  incidental  and  subordinate  to  the 
residential  use,  and  not  involving  the  sale  on  the  premises  of 
any  merchandise,  goods  or  personal  property  of  any  kind. 

Real  estate  offices,  firms  and  establishments  are  speci¬ 
fically  excluded  from  this  definition  of  home  occupation. 

HOSPITAL:  A  building  providing  in-patient  services  used 
for  diagnosis,  treatment  or  other  care  of  human  ailments 
including  a  sanitarium,  sanitorium,  rest-home,  nursing  home, 
and  convalescent  home.  Not  to  be  interpreted  to  include  a 
doctor’s  office  (see  “Medical  Clinic”). 

HOTEL,  MOTEL,  AND  GUEST  HOUSE  UNIT:  A  room  or 
rooms  which  comprise  only  part  of  a  building,  which  room 
or  rooms  contain  no  cooking  facilities  or  provisions  therefor 
but  which  may  contain  sanitary  facilities. 

LOT:  A  parcel  of  land  described  in  a  deed,  or  shown  on 
a  plan  of  land. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  By-Law,  in  determining  the 
minimum  area  requirements  of  all  lots  hereafter  laid  out, 
areas  of  lowland,  marshland,  swampland,  wetland,  peat  or 
muck  shall  be  permitted  to  constitute  not  more  than  25% 
of  the  minimum  lot  area  required  by  this  By-Law.  To  be 
buildable,  all  lots  hereafter  laid  out  must  contain  upland 
area  totaling  at  least  75%  of  the  minimum  area  requirements 
established  by  this  By-Law. 

LOT,  CORNER:  A  lot  at  the  intersection  of  two  or  more 
intersecting  roads,  streets,  or  ways,  or  abutting  a  curve  in 
a  road,  street,  or  way;  provided  the  angle  of  intersection  is 
less  than  135°  or  in  the  case  of  a  lot  abutting  a  curve  in  the 
road,  street,  or  way,  the  radius  of  said  curve  is  less  than  150 
feet. 

LOT  DEPTH:  The  mean  horizontal  distance  between  the 
front  lot  line  and  the  rear  lot  line. 

MEDICAL  CLINIC :  A  facility  for  providing  medical  treat¬ 
ment  on  an  out-patient  basis. 

MEMBERSHIP  CLUB:  A  building  used  to  house  a  non¬ 
profit  social,  sports  or  fraternal  association  or  organization 
not  connected  or  associated  with  any  business,  which  is  used 
exclusively  by  members  and  their  guests,  and  usually  con¬ 
tains  bar  facilities. 
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PARKING  SPACE:  An  off-street  or  space  at  least  9  ft. 
in  width  and  21  ft.  in  length  on  its  shortest  side  for  angle 
parking,  having  an  area  of  not  less  than  189  sq.  ft.,  plus 
access  and  maneuvering  space,  whether  inside  or  outside  a 
structure  for  exclusive  use  as  a  parking  stall  for  one  motor 
vehicle. 

ROAD,  STREET  OR  WAY: 

(1)  For  the  purpose  of  subdivision  control,  a  road,  street 
or  way  is  defined  as  follows: 

(a)  a  public  way  or  a  way  which  the  clerk  of  the  town  certi¬ 
fies  is  maintained  and  used  as  a  public  way,  or  (b)  a  way 
shown  on  a  plan  heretofore  approved  and  endorsed  in 
accordance  with  the  subdivision  control  law,  or  (c)  a  way 
in  existence  when  the  subdivision  control  law  became 
effective  in  the  town  (6/6/51),  having,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Planning  Board,  sufficient  width,  suitable  grades  and 
adequate  construction  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  vehicu¬ 
lar  traffic  in  relation  to  the  proposed  use  of  the  land 
abutting  thereon  or  served  thereby,  and  for  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  municipal  services  thereon. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  determining  any  building  or  other 
setback  requirements  of  this  By-Law  road,  street  or  way  is 
defined  as  follows: 

(a)  as  defined  in  paragraph  one  (1)  above 

(b)  Any  alley,  right  of  way,  lane,  court,  square,  place  or 
like  areas  of  passage  which  are  a  matter  of  public  record. 

SEASONAL  USE:  A  temporary  use  or  occupancy  on  an 
intermittent  or  short-term  basis  primarily  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  and/or  weekends,  the  total  time  of  which  use 
shall  constitute  less  than  six  months  during  any  one  calendar 
year. 

SIGN:  Any  device  designed  to  inform  or  attract  the  at¬ 
tention  of  persons. 

SIGN,  SURFACE  AREA  OF:  The  surface  area  of  a  sign 
shall  be  computed  as  including  the  entire  area  within  a 
regular  geometric  form  or  combinations  of  regular  geometric 
forms  comprising  all  of  the  display  area  of  the  sign  and 
including  all  of  the  elements  of  the  matter  displayed.  Frames 
and  structural  members  not  bearing  advertising  matter  shall 
not  be  included  in  computation  of  surface  area. 

STRUCTURE:  A  combination  of  materials  assembled  at 
a  fixed  location  to  give  support  or  shelter,  such  as  a  building, 
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bridge,  trestle,  tower,  framework,  retaining  wall,  tank,  tun¬ 
nel,  tent,  stadium,  pool,  reviewing  stand,  platform,  bin  or 
the  like. 

TRAILER:  Any  vehicle  which  was  originally  or  is  still 
immediately  portable  or  mobile,  and  is  arranged,  intended, 
designed,  or  used  for  sleeping,  eating,  or  business,  or  is  a 
place  in  which  persons  may  congregate  including  a  mobile 
home,  house  trailer  or  camper.  Such  vehicle  which  is  no 
longer  immediately  portable  by  virtue  of  having  its  wheels 
removed  or  skirts  attached  still  shall  be  considered  a  trailer 
for  the  purpose  of  this  By-law. 

USE,  ACCESSORY:  A  use  incidental  and  subordinate  to 
the  principal  use  of  a  structure  or  lot. 

USE,  PRINCIPAL:  The  main  or  primary  purpose  for  which 
a  structure  or  lot  is  designed,  arranged,  or  intended,  or  for 
which  it  may  be  used,  occupied  or  maintained  under  this 
By-law. 

YARDS:  Those  portions  of  a  lot  abutting  adjoining  lots, 
roads,  streets  or  ways  which  may  not  be  built  or  encroached 
upon  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

YARD,  FRONT:  Any  yard  abutting  a  road,  street  or  way. 

YARD,  REAR:  The  yard  abutting  adjoining  property  op¬ 
posite  or  approximately  opposite  the  front  yard  or  yards. 

YARD,  SIDE:  Yards  other  than  front  or  rear  yards. 

YEAR  ROUND:  For  permanent  use  or  occupancy,  the 
total  time  of  which  shall  constitute  more  than  six  months 
during  any  one  calendar  year. 

Section  III 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  ZONING  DISTRICTS 

A.  DIVISION  INTO  DISTRICTS.  The  Town  of  Harwich, 
Massachusetts,  is  hereby  divided  into  Zoning  Districts 
designated  as  follows:

R-R 

Residential — Low  Density 

R-L 

Residential — Medium  Density 

R-M 

Residential — High  Density  1 

R-H-l 

Residential — High  Density  2 

R-H-2 

Commercial — Village 

C-V

Industrial — Limited

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B.  ZONING  MAP.  The  location  and  boundaries  of  the  Zon¬ 
ing  Districts  are  hereby  established  as  shown  on  a  map 
titled  “Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  dated  August,  1972”  which  accompanies  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  this  By-law.  The  authen¬ 
ticity  of  the  Zoning  Map  shall  be  certified  by  the  signa¬ 
ture  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Imprinted  Town  Seal, 
together  with  the  words:  “This  is  to  certify  that  this  is 
the  Zoning  Map  referred  to  in  Section  III  of  the  Zoning 
By-law  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts,”  together 
with  the  effective  date  of  this  By-law. 

C.  BOUNDARIES  OF  DISTRICTS:  Where  any  uncertainty 
exists  with  respect  to  the  boundary  of  any  district  as 
shown  on  the  Zoning  Map,  the  following  rules  apply: 

1.  Where  a  boundary  is  indicated  as  a  road,  street,  alley, 
railroad,  water-course  or  other  body  of  water,  it  shall 
be  construed  to  be  the  sideline  thereof,  or  where  such 
boundary  approximates  a  town  boundary,  then  to  the 
limits  of  the  town  boundary. 

2.  Where  a  boundary  is  indicated  as  following  approxi¬ 
mately  or  parallel  to  a  street,  alley,  railroad,  water¬ 
course,  or  other  body  of  water,  it  shall  be  construed  to 
be  parallel  thereto  and  at  such  distance  from  the  side 
line,  or  mean  high  water  line,  thereof  as  shown  on  the 
Zoning  Map.  If  no  dimension  is  given,  such  distance 
shall  be  determined  by  the  use  of  the  scale  shown  on 
the  Zoning  Map. 

Section  IV 

INTERPRETATION  AND  APPLICATION 

A.  INTERPRETATION:  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  shall 
be  interpreted  to  be  the  minimum  requirements  adopted 
for  the  promotion  of  the  health,  safety,  morals  and  the 
general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  Massachusetts, 
and  except  for  the  Zoning  By-law  approved  by  the  At¬ 
torney  General  on  June  6,  1951,  and  all  subsequent 
amendments  thereto,  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  are 
not  intended  to  repeal,  amend,  abrogate,  annul,  or  in  any 
way  impair  or  interfere  with  any  lawfully  adopted  by- 
law,  covenants,  regulations,  or  rules.  Whenever  the  regu¬ 
lations  made  under  the  authority  hereof  differ  from  those 
prescribed  by  any  statute,  by-law,  or  other  regulation, 
that  provision  which  imposes  the  greater  restrictions  or 
the  higher  standard  shall  govern. 
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B.  APPLICATION.  Except  as  herein  provided,  or  as  speci¬ 
fically  exempted  by  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  the  provi- 
visions  of  this  By-law  shall  apply  to  the  erection,  con¬ 
struction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or  use  of  buildings, 
structures  or  use  and  creation  of  lots.  As  provided  herein 
existing  uses,  structures  or  lots  may  continue  as  non- 
conforming,  except  as  provided  in  the  General  Laws,  Ch. 
40A,  Sec.  5A. 

On  application  to  the  Board,  a  non-conforming  use  may 
be  changed  or  extended  if,  after  hearing,  the  Board 
determines  that  the  proposed  change  or  extension  would 
not  derogate  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  by-law, 
nor  be  detrimental  to  the  established  character  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Section  V 

USE  REGULATIONS 

A.  APPLICABILITY  OF  USE  REGULATIONS.  Except  as 
provided  by  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act  or  in  this  By-law, 
in  each  district  no  building,  structure,  water  body  or  lot 
shall  be  used  or  occupied  except  for  the  purpose  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  district  as  described  in  this  section.  Any 
use  not  listed  shall  be  construed  to  be  prohibited. 

B.  PERMITTED  USES.  In  the  following  Table  of  Use  Regu¬ 
lations  the  uses  permitted  by  right  in  the  district  shall 
be  designated  by  the  letter  (P.).  Those  uses  that  may  be 
permitted  by  special  permit  in  the  district,  in  accordance 
with  Sections  X-H  and  X-l,  shall  be  designated  by  the 
letter  (S).  Uses  designated  (— )  shall  not  be  permitted 
in  the  district. 

C.  USES  SUBJECT  TO  OTHER  REGULATIONS.  Uses  per¬ 
mitted  by  right  or  by  special  permit  shall  be  subject  to 
applicable  regulations  set  forth  in  the  TABLE  OF  USE 
REGULATIONS  and  all  other  applicable  regulations  set 
forth  in  this  by-law.  Uses  permitted  by  variance  from 
the  board,  or  changes  or  extensions  of  non-conforming 
uses  on  permit  from  the  board,  shall  comply  with  all 
applicable  provisions  of  this  by-law  not  specifically  and 
expressly  varied  by  the  board. 

D.  TABLE  OF  USE  REGULATIONS.  The  Table  of  Use  Regu¬ 
lations  is  divided  into  paragraphs  as  follows: 

Paragraph  I  -  Residential  Uses 

Paragraph  II  -  Community  Facilities 
Paragraph  III  -  Agricultural  and  Related  Uses 
Paragraph  IV  -  Commercial  Uses 
Paragraph  V  -  Land  fill,  dredging,  and  excavation 


TABLE  1.  USE  REGULATIONS 
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motorized  equipment  of  any  type

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Section  VI 

AREA,  HEIGHT,  AND  BULK  REGULATIONS 

A.  APPLICABILITY  OF  AREA,  HEIGHT,  AND  BULK  REG¬ 
ULATIONS:  The  regulations  for  each  district  pertaining 
to  minimum  lot  area,  minimum  lot  frontage,  maximum 
front  yard  depth,  minimum  side  yard  width,  minimum 
rear  yard  depth,  and  minimum  residential  net  floor  area 
shall  be  as  specified  in  this  section  and  set  forth  in  the 
Tables  of  Area  Regulations  and  Height  and  Bulk  Regula¬ 
tions,  and  subject  to  the  further  provisions  of  this  Sec¬ 
tion.  A  fence,  wall  or  other  enclosure  unless  otherwise 
regulated,  shall  be  regulated  as  provided  in  C.  below. 

B.  TABLES  OF  AREA  AND  HEIGHT  AND  BULK  REGULA¬ 
TIONS.  See  tables  on  accompanying  pages  plus  attached 
notes,  which  are  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  By-Law. 

C.  FENCE,  WALL  OR  OTHER  ENCLOSURES.  A  fence, 
hedge,  wall,  or  other  enclosure  may  be  maintained  on  any 
premises.  Provided,  on  a  comer  lot  no  structure  or 
vegetation  shall  be  over  3.0  feet  in  height  within  the 
“sight  triangle”  as  hereafter  defined.  The  “sight  tri¬ 
angle”  is  defined  as  the  area  within  a  triangle  formed  by 
two  lines  measured  along  the  center  of  the  nearest  lane 
of  the  traveled  way  of  intersecting  streets  from  the  point 
of  intersection  for  a  distance  of  25  feet  and  a  third  line 
connecting  the  points  on  the  two  legs.  The  height  re¬ 
strictions  shall  designate  the  distance  above  each  point 
in  the  plane  of  the  “sight  triangle”. 

D.  FURTHER  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Except  for  community  facilities  and  essential  services, 
the  minimum  distance  between  buildings  shall  be  20 
feet. 

2.  The  required  minimum  width  of  any  lot,  hereafter 
laid  out  or  created,  measured  along  the  front  yard  set¬ 
back  line,  shall  not  be  less  than  80%  of  the  required 
minimum  lot  frontage. 

3.  In  all  districts  where  one-family  dwellings  are  per¬ 
mitted  no  more  than  one  such  dwelling  shall  be  al¬ 
lowed  on  a  lot. 

4.  Any  structure  located  on  a  corner  lot  shall  be  set  back 
from  all  streets  a  distance  equal  to  the  front  yard  set¬ 
back  requirement  in  the  district. 

5.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth 
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required  for  the  district  in  which  each  street  frontage 
is  located. 

6.  In  areas  bordering  on  tidal  areas,  tidelands,  tidal 
marsh  or  watercourse  no  structure  or  building  shall 
be  located  closer  than  50  ft.  from  mean  high  water 
level  (as  determined  by  USCGS)  or  closer  than  50  ft. 
from  any  marsh. 

In  areas  bordering  on  inland  water,  swamp,  marsh  or 
wetland,  no  building  or  structure  shall  be  located 
closer  than  50  ft.  from  mean  water  level  (as  deter¬ 
mined  by  USCGS)  or  closer  than  50  ft.  from  any 
swamp,  marsh,  or  wetland. 

7.  Projections  into  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  are  permitted  subject  to  the  following: 

a.  Balcony  or  bay  window,  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  not  more  than 
2  feet. 

b.  Open  terrace  or  steps,  stoop  or  similar  structure, 
under  4  feet  in  height,  up  to  one-half  the  required 
yard  setback. 

c.  Window-sill,  chimney,  roof  eave,  fire-escape,  fire 
tower,  storm  enclosure  or  similar  architectural 
structures  or  steps  or  stoops  over  4  feet  in  height, 
not  more  than  2  feet. 

8.  In  any  district  any  permitted  accessory  building, 
structure  or  use  shall  conform  to  the  required  set¬ 
backs  for  principal  structure  or  use,  excepting  that 
any  accessory  building  less  than  100  sq.  ft.  in  area 
shall  be  not  less  than  10  feet  from  side  or  rear  lot  line 
and  not  more  than  10  feet  in  height. 

E.  In  reference  to  Table  3.  Any  maximum  height  permitted 

in  this  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to: 

a.  Community  facility  and  essential  service  structures 
provided  the  side  and  rear  yards  or  setbacks  re¬ 
quired  in  the  district  for  the  highest  permitted 
principal  structure  shall  be  increased  two  feet  in 
width  for  each  foot  by  which  the  height  of  such 
structures  exceeds  the  height  permitted’  in  the 
district. 

b.  Necessary  appurtenant  structures  such  as:  church 
spire,  smokestack,  monument,  flagpole,  radio  or 
television  tower,  aerial,  chimney  or  parapet  wall 
or  any  similar  appurtenances. 
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c.  Special  industrial  structures  such  as:  a  cooling 
tower  and  other  similar  structures  where  the  in¬ 
dustrial  process  requires  a  greater  height. 

F.  In  reference  to  Table  3.  Maximum  permitted  height 
(stories) — In  no  case  may  a  building  provide  more  than 
2  stories  or  levels  constructed  or  intended  to  be  used  for 
human  habitation.

Section  VII 
SIGN  REGULATIONS 

A.  All  signs  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

Any  person  or  company  proposing  to  erect  a  sign  any¬ 
where  in  Harwich,  excepting  signs  specifically  exempted  from 
requiring  a  permit,  must  obtain  a  permit  for  the  sign  from 
the  Building  Inspector  before  work  may  be  begun  to  erect 
said  sign. 

Application  for  a  permit  may  be  made  by  submitting  a 
preliminary  sketch  of  the  sign  in  question  to  the  Building 
Inspector  indicating: 

1.  The  dimensions. 

2.  Materials  to  be  used. 

3.  Method  of  fabrication. 

4.  Lettering  and  wording. 

5.  Color  of  letters  and  background. 

6.  Place  and  type  of  installation  and  fastening. 

7.  Method  of  lighting  (if  any). 

The  Building  Inspector  will  issue  permits  providing  that 
the  following  criteria  are  strictly  adhered  to: 

1.  The  safety  of  the  public  is  in  no  way  endangered. 

2.  Proper  methods  of  fastening  or  implanting  are  em¬ 
ployed. 

3.  No  fluorescent  paint  is  used. 

4.  There  shall  be  no  flashing  lights  or  moving  parts  in 
any  sign,  nor  may  the  sign  itself  move. 

5.  There  shall  be  only  indirect  or  reflective  illumination. 

6.  Internal  illumination  will  be  allowed  only  upon  deter¬ 
mination  by  the  Building  Inspector  that  such  illumi- 
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nation  will  not  be  distractive  to  motorists  nor  unduly 
objectionable  to  neighboring  property. 

7.  The  historical  and  traditional  nature  of  Harwich 
should  be  reflected  in  every  possible  manner. 

B.  R-R  R-L  R-M  R-H-l  AREAS 

a.  In  these  areas  the  following  signs  may  be  erected  and 
maintained  without  a  permit. 

1.  Signs  at  property  entrances  or  upon  residences 
which  indicate  the  resident’s  name  and/or  the 
name  of  the  property  and/or  the  street  number  of 
the  property  not  exceeding  3  square  feet  in  size, 
but  no  such  sign  shall  identify  a  business,  profes¬ 
sion  or  occupation. 

2.  Quarter  boards  of  the  type  common  to  Cape  Cod. 

3.  “Ladder  type”  directional  signs  with  individual 
sections  not  larger  than  4  inches  by  24  inches  pro¬ 
vided  said  signs  are  not  located  within  the  layout 
of  a  public  way. 

4.  Traffic  or  other  directional  signs  owned  and  in¬ 
stalled  by  a  governmental  agency. 

b.  In  areas  zoned  residential  no  commercial  sign  of  any 
size,  type  or  design  may  be  erected. 

C.  C-V  CH-1  CH-2  I-L  RH-2  AREAS 

In  these  areas  there  will  be  allowed  one  sign  for  each 
building  and  one  sign  for  each  business  or  enterprise 
contained  therein  provided  that: 

1.  The  total  surface  area  for  signs  for  any  one  business 
does  not  exceed  81  square  feet. 

2.  The  largest  sign  located  on  the  premises  does  not  ex¬ 
ceed  64  square  feet. 

3.  If  a  building  houses  more  than  one  business  activity 
or  professional  office;  or  there  is  an  integrated  group 
of  buildings  housing  more  than  a  single  business  ac¬ 
tivity  or  professional  office;  each  individual  business 
or  office  may  have  a  sign  not  exceeding  20  square 
feet  of  surface  area,  and  in  addition  there  may  be  a 
single  sign  not  to  exceed  64  square  feet  of  surface 
area  related  to  a  business  or  businesses  in  such  a 
building  or  group  of  buildings. 

4.  No  sign  whether  attached  to  a  building  or  free¬ 
standing  shall  rise  above  the  height  of  the  peak  of  the 
building  to  which  it  refers,  or  if  it  is  off  premises  it

shall  not  rise  above  the  height  of  the  building  closest 
to  its  location,  or  not  more  than  a  height  of  25  feet, 
whichever  is  lower. 

5.  Traffic  or  other  directional  signs  owned  and  installed 
by  a  governmental  agency  are  allowed  without  permit. 

6.  “Open”  signs  not  exceeding  3  square  feet  in  size  are 
allowed  without  permit. 

D.  IN  ALL  AREAS 

1.  Signs  of  a  temporary  nature,  such  as  those  used  to 
advertise  sales  or  other  promotions  in  grocery  stores, 
fish  markets,  florists,  vegetable  stands,  liquor  stores, 
hardware  stores,  cleaners,  and  the  like  may  be  posted 
only  inside  the  building  housing  the  sale  or  promo¬ 
tion,  and  require  no  permit. 

2.  A  poster  or  other  temporary  sign  used  to  advertise 
the  sale  or  rental  of  Real  Estate  or  for  charitable  or 
political  activities  is  permitted,  provided  that  it  does 
not  exceed  3  square  feet  in  surface  area,  has  no  flash¬ 
ing  or  moving  parts  and  is  not  distractive  to  motorists. 
Such  sign  shall  not  require  a  permit,  but  must  be  re¬ 
moved  as  soon  as  its  primary  purpose  has  been 
achieved.  Not  more  than  one  such  sign  shall  be  erec¬ 
ted  on  any  premises  at  any  given  time. 

3.  Signs  of  public  convenience  such  as  for  telephones, 
first  aid,  and  rest  rooms  are  permitted  without  permit 
provided  they  do  not  exceed  3  square  feet  in  surface 
area. 

E.  EXISTING  SIGNS 

Any  lawful  signs  existing  at  the  time  this  By-law  is 

adopted  may  be  continued  even  though  such  sign  does 

not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

Section  VIII 
HOME  OCCUPATION 

A.  Home  occupations  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regu¬ 
lations  : 

1.  No  person  other  than  members  of  the  family  residing 
on  the  premises,  nor  more  than  one  apprentice,  shall 
be  regularly  engaged  in  such  occupation. 

2.  The  use  of  the  dwelling  unit  for  the  home  occupation 
shall  be  clearly  secondary  and  subordinate  to  its  use 
for  residential  purposes  by  its  occupants,  and  not 
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more  than  25  percent  of  the  floor  area  of  the  dwelling 
unit  shall  be  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  home  occu¬ 
pation. 

3.  No  traffic  shall  be  generated  by  such  home  occupation 
in  greater  volumes  than  would  normally  be  expected 
in  a  residential  neighborhood  and  any  need  for  park¬ 
ing  generated  by  the  conduct  of  such  home  occupa¬ 
tion  shall  be  met  off  the  street  and  other  than  in  a 
required  front  yard. 

4.  No  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  in  such  home 
occupation  which  creates  noise,  vibration,  glare, 
fumes,  odors,  or  electrical  interference  detectable  to 
the  normal  senses  off  the  lot  if  the  occupation  is  con¬ 
ducted  in  a  single-family  residence,  or  outside  the 
dwelling  unit  if  conducted  in  other  than  a  single¬ 
family  residence.  In  the  case  of  electrical  interfer¬ 
ence,  no  equipment  or  process  shall  be  used  which 
creates  visual  or  audible  interference  in  any  radio  or 
television  receivers  off  the  premises  or  causes  fluctu¬ 
ations  in  line  voltage  off  the  premises. 

5.  There  shall  be  no  sign. 

6.  Not  more  than  two  commercial  vehicles  may  be  used 
in  connection  with  said  home  occupation,  one  of 
which  may  not  exceed  a  3/4  ton  rating  and  the  sec¬ 
ond  of  which  may  not  exceed  a  one-ton  rating.  Any 
one-ton  vehicle  used  in  connection  with  said  home 
occupation  must  be  parked  and  stored  indoors  in  a 
residential  type  garage  and,  in  no  event,  may  more 
than  one  commercial  vehicle  be  parked  or  stored  in 
the  open  at  said  premises. 

Section  IX 

OFF-STREET  PARKING  REGULATIONS 

A.  OFF-STREET  PARKING  REQUIREMENTS.  If  any  struc¬ 
ture  is  constructed,  enlarged  or  extended  and  any  use  of 
land  established,  or  any  existing  use  is  changed,  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  By-law,  off-street  parking  and 
loading  spaces  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  Ta¬ 
ble  4.  An  existing  structure  which  is  enlarged  or  an 
existing  use  shall  be  required  to  provide  off-street  park¬ 
ing  spaces  in  accordance  with  the  following  table  for  the 
entire  structure  or  use,  unless  the  increase  in  units  or 
measurements  amounts  to  less  than  25  percent  whether 
such  increase  occurs  at  one  time  or  in  successive  stages.

B.  GENERAL  PARKING  PROVISIONS: 

1.  Except  in  a  “C-V”  or  “CH-1”  or  “CH-2”  District,  and 
except  for  community  facilities  wherever  located,  the 
parking  spaces  required  for  the  uses  listed  in  Table  4 
shall  be  on  the  same  lot  as  the  use  they  are  intended  to 
serve  or,  when  practical  difficulties  prevent  their  estab¬ 
lishment  upon  the  same  lot,  they  shall  be  established  no 
further  than  300  feet  from  the  premises  to  which  they 
are  appurtenant. 

2. ~  In  any  “C-V”  or  “CH-1”  or  “CH-2”  District  and  ex¬ 
cept  for  community  facilities  wherever  located,  off-street 
parking  requirements  may  be  fulfilled  by  use  of  common 
off-street  parking  areas  so  long  as  the  common  area  is 
located  no  further  than  300  feet  from  the  use  it  is  in¬ 
tended  to  serve  and  that  the  total  off-street  parking 
provided  is  equal  to  that  which  would  be  required  by 
normal  application  of  Table  4.

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C.  PARKING  LOT  STANDARDS 

1.  All  parking  areas  containing  over  five  spaces  includ¬ 
ing  automobile  service  and  drive-in  establishments, 
shall  be  either  contained  within  structures,  or  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  following: 

a.  The  area  shall  be  effectively  screened  on  each  side 
which  adjoins  or  faces  the  side  or  rear  lot  line  of  a 
lot  situated  in  any  “R”  district.  The  screening 
shall  consist  of  a  solid  fence  or  wall  not  less  than 
3  feet  nor  more  than  6  feet  in  height  or  shrubbery 
planted  not  more  than  3  feet  apart  on  center,  at 
least  2  ft.  from  the  lot  line,  and  all  maintained  in 
good  condition.  The  screening  required  by  this 
sub-section  shall  be  set  back  15  feet  from  each 
street  lot  line. 

b.  Area  and  access  driveways  thereto  shall  be  graded 
and  drained  so  as  to  dispose  of  all  surface  water 
accumulation  on  site. 

c.  A  substantial  bumper  of  masonry,  steel  or  heavy 
timber  or  a  concrete  curb  or  berm  curb  which  is 
back-filled  shall  be  placed  at  the  edge  of  paved 
parking  areas  except  driveways  in  order  to  protect 
abutting  structures,  properties  and  sidewalks. 

d.  Any  fixture  used  to  illuminate  a  parking  area  shall 
be  so  arranged  as  to  direct  the  light  away  from 
the  street  and  away  from  adjoining  premises  used 
for  residential  purposes. 

e.  There  shall  be  no  use  of  any  parking  areas  for 
the  servicing  or  repair  of  motor  vehicles  unless 
areas  so  used  are  at  least  25  feet  from  the  street 
or  lot  line. 

2.  Any  parking  or  loading  area  shall  be  also  subject  to 
the  following: 

a.  There  shall  not  be  any  motor  vehicle  parked  with¬ 
in  5  feet  of  any  side  or  rear  lot  line. 

b.  There  shall  not  be  any  vehicle  repair  facilities  or 
any  repair  made  to  any  motor  vehicles  within  the 
required  parking  or  loading  area. 

c.  There  shall  not  be  any  storage  of  materials  or 
equipment  or  display  of  merchandise  within  the 
required  parking  or  loading  area. 

d.  No  portion  of  any  parking  area  shall  be  permitted 
closer  than  15  feet  from  any  street  lot  line. 
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e.  Parking  and  loading  spaces  shall  be  arranged  so 
as  not  to  require  backing  of  automobiles  on  to  any 
state  highway  or  Chapter  90  street. 

f.  Any  two  driveways  leading  to  or  from  a  street  or  to 
or  from  a  single  area  shall  not  be  within  50  feet 
of  each  other,  if  the  entrances  are  on  any  state 
highway  or  Chapter  90  streets.  The  50  feet  shall 
be  measured  between  the  nearest  edges  of  the 
driveways  at  their  intersections  with  the  front  lot 
line.  On  any  other  street  the  distance  between 
driveways  shall  be  at  least  20  feet  measured  as 
aforesaid. 

g.  Any  entrance  or  exit  driveway  shall  not  exceed  24 
feet  in  width  at  its  intersection  with  the  front  lot 
line. 

Section  X 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

A.  ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICIAL.  The  Building  Inspector 
is  hereby  appointed  and  authorized  to  administer  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law. 

B.  OTHER  APPROVALS  REQUIRED.  Where  authorization 
of  a  use  of  land  or  of  a  structure  is  required  by  a  Board, 
a  copy  of  such  written  authorization  shall  be  sent  by  the 
clerk  of  the  Board  to  the  Building  Inspector  within 
twenty-two  (22)  days  of  granting  of  the  approval  by  the 
Board  and  shall  be  received  by  the  Building  Inspector 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit.  In  addition,  the  Build¬ 
ing  Inspector  in  such  case  shall  not  issue  a  permit  until 
the  applicant  submits  an  affidavit  from  the  Barnstable 
County  Register  of  Deeds  that  the  authorization  of  the 
Board  is  recorded,  if  such  recording  is  required  by  law. 
Where  approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  by 
the  Planning  Board  is  required,  and/or  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works, 
no  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  until 
these  requirements  also  are  met  in  writing  and  any  other 
necessary  permits  or  licenses  are  obtained.  Within  ten 
days  of  the  completion  of  all  these  actions  the  Building 
Inspector  shall  act  upon  the  application.  Authorization 
for  a  permit  shall  be  null  and  void  after  one  year  from 
the  date  of  application  for  a  permit  or  application  for 
appeal,  whichever  is  the  later  date. 
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C.  VIOLATIONS.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  serve  by 
certified  mail  a  notice  of  VIOLATION  on  any  person  re¬ 
sponsible  for  any  violation  of  this  By-Law  and  such 
notice  shall  direct  the  immediate  discontinuance  of  the 
unlawful  action,  use  or  condition  and  the  abatement  of 
the  violation.  Any  owner  who  has  been  served  with  a 
notice  and  ceases  any  work  or  other  activity,  shall  not 
leave  any  structure  or  lot  in  such  a  condition  as  to  be 
a  hazard  or  menace  to  the  public  safety,  health,  morals, 
or  general  welfare. 

D.  VIOLATION  PENALTY.  Any  person,  who  after  receipt 
of  the  notice  above  provided,  continues  in  violation,  or 
refuses  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
Law,  may  be  prosecuted  in  a  criminal  action  brought  by 
the  Building  Inspector  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  and  upon 
conviction,  be  fined  a  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for 
each  offense.  Each  day,  or  portion  of  a  day,  that  any 
violation  is  allowed  to  continue  shall  constitute  a  sep¬ 
arate  offense. 

E.  BOARD  OF  APPEALS.  There  is  hereby  created  a  Board 
of  Appeals  of  seven  members  and  also  seven  associate 
members.  Members  of  the  Board  in  Office  at  the  effective 
date  of  this  By-law  shall  continue  in  office.  Hereafter, 
as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  shall  make  appointments  pursuant  to  the  Zoning 
Enabling  Act.  The  Board  shall  have  those  powers  and 
duties  granted  under  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act,  by  this 
By-law  and  all  other  pertinent  acts  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  The  Board  shall  adopt  rules  to  govern  its  pro¬ 
ceedings  pursuant  to  the  Zoning  Enabling  Act. 

F.  APPLICATION  FOR  APPEALS.  All  petitions,  applica¬ 
tions  and  appeals  to  the  Board  shall  be  made  on  forms 
provided  by  the  Board  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
copy  of  all  information  submitted  to  the  Building  In¬ 
spector  with  or  in  the  original  application  for  a  building 
permit,  if  any. 

G.  SPECIAL  PERMITS.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to 
hear  and  decide  applications  for  special  permits  for 
exceptions. 

1.  In  applying  for  a  Special  Permit,  the  applicant  need 
not  demonstrate  hardship.  In  granting  a  Special 
Permit  the  Board,  with  due  regard  to  the  nature  and 
condition  of  all  adjacent  structures  and  uses,  and  the 
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district  within  which  the  same  is  located,  shall  find 
all  of  the  following  general  conditions  to  be  fulfilled: 

(a)  The  use  requested  is  listed  in  Table  1.  Use  Regu¬ 
lations  as  a  Special  Permit  in  the  district  for 
which  application  is  made; 

(b)  The  requested  use  is  essential  or  desirable  to  the 
public  convenience  or  welfare; 

(c)  The  requested  use  will  not  impair  the  integrity 
or  character  of  the  district  or  adjoining  districts 
nor  be  detrimental  to  the  health,  morals,  or 
welfare. 

H.  OTHER  REQUIREMENTS.  The  granting  of  any  appeal 
by  the  Board  shall  not  exempt  the  applicant  from  any 
provision  of  this  By-law  not  specifically  ruled  upon  by 
the  Board  or  specifically  set  forth  as  excepted  in  this 
particular  case  by  a  provision  of  this  By-law. 

Section  XI 

A.  SPECIAL  CONDITIONS.  In  addition  to  the  general 
conditions  set  forth  in  Section  X-H  of  this  By-law  for  all 
special  permits  the  following  special  conditions  shall 
apply  to  the  excavation  and  removal  of  sand,  gravel, 
quarry  or  other  earth  materials  other  than  that  which  is 
incidental  to  and  in  connection  with  construction  of  a 
building  on  the  same  lot,  and  for  processing  and  treating 
raw  materials; 

1.  No  sand,  gravel,  quarry  or  other  earth  material  shall 
be  removed  closer  to  maximum  ground  water  eleva¬ 
tion  than  3  feet.  This  elevation  shall  be  established 
from  a  test  pit  and  the  level  related  to  a  permanent 
monument  on  the  property. 

2.  Removal  and  processing  operations  shall  not  be  con¬ 
ducted  closer  than  100  feet  to  a  street  or  closer  than 
25  feet  from  neighboring  lot  lines.  Natural  vegetation 
shall  be  left  and  maintained  on  the  undisturbed  land 
for  screening  and  noise  reduction  purposes. 

3.  All  equipment  for  sorting,  washing,  crushing,  grading, 
drying,  processing  and  treating,  or  other  operation 
machinery  shall  not  be  used  closer  than  100  feet  from 
any  street  or  from  any  adjoining  lot  line. 

4.  No  more  than  one  entrance  and  one  exit  shall  be 
permitted  to  any  excavation  area. 
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5.  Any  access  to  excavated  areas  or  areas  in  the  process 
of  excavation  will  be  adequately  posted  with  KEEP 
OUT— DANGER  signs. 

6.  Adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for  drainage  during 
and  after  completion  of  operations.  The  land  shall 
be  left  so  that  natural  storm  drainage  leaves  the 
property  at  the  original  points  and  so  that  the  area 
of  drainage  to  any  one  point  shall  not  be  increased. 

7.  Any  temporary  shelters  or  buildings  erected  on  the 
premises  for  use  by  personnel  or  storage  of  equipment 
shall  be  screened  from  public  view.  These  structures 
shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  within  30  days 
after  they  are  no  longer  needed. 

8.  No  excavation  shall  be  allowed  closer  than  50  feet 
from  a  natural  stream. 

9.  In  all  zones  other  than  the  Industrial-Limited  Zone, 
operation  hours  shall  be  only  between  7:00  a.m.  and 
8:00  p.m.  weekdays,  excluding  Sundays  and  legal  holi¬ 
days  and  loaded  trucks  may  leave  prescribed  premises 
only  within  such  hours. 

10.  During  operations,  when  an  excavation  is  located 
closer  than  200  feet  from  a  residential  area  or  public 
way  and  where  the  excavation  will  leave  a  depth  of 
more  than  15  feet  with  a  slope  in  excess  of  1.1,  a  fence 
at  least  6  feet  high  shall  be  erected  to  limit  access 
to  this  area. 

11.  Lateral  support  shall  be  maintained  for  all  adjacent 
lots  in  order  to  prevent  land-sliding  and  cave-ins. 

12.  A  special  permit,  if  issued,  shall  be  issued  for  an 
initial  three  year  period.  A  renewal  permit  shall  be 
necessary  after  a  three  year  period,  from  the  Board. 

13.  If  during  the  period  of  excavation  of  any  area  used 
for  the  removal  of  sand,  gravel,  quarry,  or  other  earth 
materials,  any  portion  thereof  amounting  to  more 
than  30,000  square  feet  becomes  unsuited  for  further 
use  or  is  abandoned  for  removal  operations,  which¬ 
ever  comes  first,  shall  be  graded,  replanted  with  grass, 
trees  or  shrubs  or  any  permanent  cover  crop. 

14.  All  sand  and  gravel  pits  presently  operated  as  such 
are  exempt  from  the  requirement  of  obtaining  a  per¬ 
mit  but  must  conform  to  all  of  the  other  conditions 
of  this  Section.

15.  No  topsoil  (loam)  or  subsoil  (hardening)  shall  be 
removed  from  any  area  of  ground  within  the  legal 
limits  of  the  Town  consisting  of  more  than  50,000 
square  feet  other  than  that  which  is  incidental  to 
and  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  build¬ 
ing  on  the  same  lot,  unless  that  person  removing  such 
topsoil  or  subsoil  shall  replant  the  entire  area  with 
rye,  vetch,  wheat,  legumes  or  any  permanent  cover 
crop  or  reforest  the  area.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


The  Year  1972  saw  a  wide  variety  of  problems  and  their 
resolution  for  the  Board  of  Health  in  Harwich,  some  of 
greater  import  than  others  but  all  indicating  a  marked 
growth  of  population  and  its  attendant  difficulties.  As  in 
the  past,  a  fine  job  was  done  by  the  Medical  Advisory  Board 
in  up-dating  the  requirements  for  re-imbursement  under  the 
Medicare  Program.  Theirs  is  no  easy  task,  with  much  paper 
work,  and  is  an  all  volunteer  effort.  Harwich  is  fortunate 
indeed  to  have  such  a  group. 

The  Disposal  Area  continues  to  be  a  vexing  problem  for 
the  Board,  largely  because  of  the  rapid  use  of  the  land  in¬ 
volved  in  Sanitary  Landfill  operation.  Rapid  population 
growth  coupled  with  increased  development  have  caused  our 
rubbish  and  brush  areas  to  expand  at  a  greater  rate  than 
originally  planned.  Also,  the  tightened  regulations  of  Towns 
bordering  Harwich  have  caused  an  increased  transient  use 
(non-residents)  of  our  facilities,  and  several  plans  to  correct 
this  situation  are  under  study.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  and 
foresight  of  the  voters  of  last  year’s  Town  Meeting,  the  foam 
filled  tires  have  been  an  unqualified  success  and  the  Board 
will  complete  the  equipping  of  the  Loader  with  these  tires  at 
considerable  savings.  All  in  all  our  operation  at  the  Disposal 
Area  is  only  as  successful  as  the  personnel  who  run  it  and 
much  credit  should  go  to  our  superintendant  and  his  assist¬ 
ants  for  their  courteous  and  prompt  service. 

In  1972  the  high  standards  of  our  Town  Nurses  and 
Board  of  Health  Physician  were  again  evident  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties  to  the  people  of  Harwich.  Mrs.  Mary 
Scanned,  R.N.  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Kelly,  R.N.  continue  to 
give  the  residents  of  Harwich  first  class  medical  assistance  at 
every  opportunity,  and  to  facilitate  this  service,  the  Board 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Council  on  Aging  have  provided 
the  office  at  the  Albro  House  for  an  out-patient  type  medical 
facility.  Again  this  year  flu  shots  were  given  for  town  em¬ 
ployees,  and  seems  to  provide  the  protection  for  which  it 
was  intended.  The  rabies  clinic  innoculated  362  dogs  in  1972, 
and  will  not  be  offered  in  1973,  continuing  the  practice  of 
innoculations  every  other  year. 
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The  Beaches  under  our  jurisdiction  were  serviced  as  in 
the  past  under  the  able  guidance  of  Mr.  William  Urqhart 
our  supervisor.  Beach  Sticker  sales  in  1972  were  as  follows: 
6,030  resident  stickers  and  1,836  daily  stickers  sold,  a  slight 
increase  over  last  year.  Our  efficient  staff  of  Mrs.  Marguerite 
Root  and  Mrs.  Peggy  Hall  provided  seven  days  per  week  cov¬ 
erage  for  the  season. 

During  the  year  the  Board  did  its  usual  review  of  sub¬ 
divisions  presented  to  it  by  the  Planning  Board  for  possible 
Board  of  Health  violations.  It  became  apparent  that  the 
Regulations  were  not  sufficient  to  provide  the  protection 
necessary,  and  in  February  the  Board  published  the  revised 
Regulations.  The  new  Regulations  call  for,  among  other 
things,  setbacks  of  100  feet  from  any  stream  or  open  body  of 
water,  and  three  feet  above  the  water  table  for  any  sanitary 
system  hereafter  constructed  or  altered. 

Our  thanks  to  our  Board  of  Health  Agent,  Mr.  Donald 
Stanford,  County  Sanitarians,  Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant  and 
Mr.  Stetson  Hall,  and  District  Health  Officer,  Mr.  Paul  An¬ 
derson.

This  year  marks  a  milestone  in  the  history  of  the  Town 
Nursing  Service. 

Thru  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
excellent  support  of  Mrs.  Michael  Vetrano,  Executive  Director 
for  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Town  Nurses  now  have  an  office 
in  the  Albro  House. 

Office  hours  are  held  every  Wednesday  from  10  A.M.  to 
12  noon.  Services  are  offered  to  all  age  groups  in  the  town. 
However,  the  response  has  been  mainly  from  the  senior  citi¬ 
zens.  Since  its  opening  on  September  13,  1972  we  have  had 
162  office  visits. 

We  have  attended  monthly  in-service  education  pro¬ 
grams  and  seminars  held  at  various  places  on  and  off  the 
Cape,  including  2  C.  P.  R.  (cardio-pulmonary-resucitation) 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Heart  Association. 

We  have  also  assisted  at  the  pre-school  eye  clinic  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Harwich  Junior  Womens  Club. 

Our  case  load  has  remained  relatively  stable.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  oyster  project  started  last  year  at  Round  Cove  in 
East  Harwich  proved  very  successful.  The  rafts  have  again 
been  submerged  for  the  winter  and  the  oysters  will  be 
planted  in  several  areas  of  the  Cove  this  spring. 

Fifteen  bushels  of  adult  oysters  and  ten  bushels  of  seed 
were  planted  at  Round  Cove  with  the  seeded  area  being 
posted  as  closed. 

The  Commercial  fishermen  had  a  good  spring  and  sum¬ 
mer  but  with  the  closing  of  all  shellfish  areas  in  the  Town 
due  to  the  “Red  Tide”,  both  Commercial  and  Family  shell¬ 
fishing  was  reduced  to  nothing  during  the  Fall  of  the  year. 
Harwich  was  not  the  only  town  affected  by  the  “Red  Tide”, 
every  town  on  Cape  Cod  had  the  same  problem. 

Family  permit  holders  enjoyed  good  shellfishing  and 
should  expect  more  of  the  same  in  1973. 

The  Shellfishing  rules  and  regulations  were  revised  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  April  and  in  May  the  non-resident 
permit  fee  was  changed  from  $2.00  to  $15.00. 

With  the  ever  increasing  number  of  Commercial  fisher¬ 
men,  I  feel  more  restrictions  will  be  needed  to  limit  the 
amounts  of  shellfish  taken.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  36th  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Water  Commissioners  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1972. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election  in  March  of  1972,  two  (2) 
new  Commissioners  were  voted  into  office.  We  found  that 
we  had  a  great  deal  to  learn  about  the  operation  of  the 
Water  Department  but,  with  the  help  and  cooperation  of 
our  Superintendent,  we  have  gained  considerable  knowledge 
in  the  ten  months  we  have  served  as  Commissioners. 

In  March  of  this  past  year,  bids  were  opened  for  a  new 
truck  to  replace  the  1965  G.M.C.  and  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  Manson  Motor  Sales  Corp.  of  Chatham  for  a  % 
ton  Ford  Truck  with  a  bid  price  of  $3,087.  This  next  year, 
as  the  Superintendent  has  stated  in  his  report,  we  are  re¬ 
questing  funds  for  two  (2)  vehicles  with  two  (2)  trade-ins. 

The  sum  of  $27,000  appropriated  under  Article  #30  in 
1971  will  be  used  for  installing  water  mains  on  Lake  View 
Drive  and  Forsythia  Drive  in  Pleasant  Lake,  Pine  Grove  Road 
in  West  Harwich  and  Cemetery  Road  in  the  East  Harwich 
area.  We  were  unable  to  perform  this  work  in  1972  but  an¬ 
ticipate  it  will  be  completed  this  next  year.  We  have  sub¬ 
mitted  an  article  in  the  1973  Warrant  asking  for  funds  to 
install  additional  mains  in  needed  areas  on  Town  Ways. 

During  the  year,  we  have  held  consultations  with  Whit¬ 
man  &  Howard,  Engineers  of  Boston,  Mass.,  relative  to  deter¬ 
mining  pipe  sizes  to  be  installed  in  large  developments  in 
Harwich  and  to  improving  the  system  which  will  serve  the 
C.  C.  Regional  Technical  High  School.  This  engineering 
firm  has  made  several  recommendations  by  which  we  can 
strengthen  the  system  in  this  area  and  an  article  has  been 
inserted  in  the  1973  Warrant.  We  have  also  studied  Plans 
submitted  by  nine  (9)  developers  and  voted  on  the  size  of 
mains  to  be  laid  in  these  areas. 
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In  September  we  advertised  for  a  Clerical  Worker  and 
Pipe  Layer.  Eighteen  (18)  applications  were  received  for  a 
Clerical  Worker  and  twenty-six  (26)  for  the  Pipe  Layer’s 
job.  After  reviewing  these  applications  and  meeting  with 
several  applicants,  a  Clerk  Typist  and  Pipe  Layer  were  ulti¬ 
mately  hired. 

The  Commission  has  held  nineteen  (19)  regular  meetings 
and  attended  several  special  meetings  during  the  year. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent  and 
Personnel  for  their  cooperation  and  to  those  who  have  helped 
us  in  any  way  during  this  past  year.

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Report  of  the 

Water  Department  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  for  your  approval  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1972. 

At  the  end  of  this  calendar  year,  records  reveal  that  our 
income  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  figure  by  approximately 
10%  even  though  our  pumping  demands  were  less  than  in 
1971.  This  decline  in  pumping  was  primarily  due  to  the  siz¬ 
able  rainfall  we  experienced  this  past  year,  consequently,  the 
pumping  facilities  were  not  utilized  to  their  fullest  capacity. 
It  is  certainly  gratifying  to  know  that  we  have  an  adequate 
supply  of  water  for  meeting  anticipated  needs  in  the  years 
ahead  due  to  the  Long  Range  Planning  Program  designed  by 
engineers,  Whitman  &  Howard  of  Boston.  This  program  was 
made  possible  by  a  vote  of  the  townspeople  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  1968  and  six  (6)  of  the  Contracts  under  the  Plan 
have  essentially  been  fulfilled.  We  are,  however,  withholding 
a  small  sum  of  money  from  two  (2)  Contractors  until  work 
on  roadways  leading  into  the  sub-stations  in  the  Holmes 
Forest  area  has  been  approved  by  the  Commission.  These 
projects  should  be  terminated  in  1973  at  which  time  payment 
will  be  made  in  full. 

Pumping  equipment  at  our  sub-stations  has  been  checked 
periodically  during  the  year  and  is  in  good  mechanical  con¬ 
dition.  Conversely,  the  electrical  controls  have  given  us 
difficulty  but  these  have  been  repaired  and  are  now  function¬ 
ing  properly. 

Late  in  1971  a  Contract  was  entered  into  with  Paragon 
Construction  Company  for  painting  both  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  the  Elevated  Tank  on  Route  28.  Because  of  the 
cold  weather,  work  had  to  be  confined  to  the  interior  and 
later  suspended,  and  it  was  not  until  mid  1972  that  this 
project  was  entirely  completed.  The  work  was  performed  in 
a  very  satisfactory  manner  and  the  finished  job  well  done. 
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This  past  year  we  submitted  in  the  Warrant  articles 
requesting  appropriations  for  two  (2)  vehicles  for  the  Water 
Department.  The  townspeople  responded  favorably  to  one 
of  these  articles  and  in  June  we  purchased  from  Manson 
Motors,  Chatham,  Mass.,  a  %  ton  Ford  truck.  Again  this 
next  year,  we  are  asking  for  two  (2)  vehicles  as  the  ones 
owned  by  the  Department  are  in  need  of  repairs,  unsafe  to 
drive  and  we  believe  will  not  pass  the  April  inspection.  We 
sincerely  hope  that  we  will  have  voter  approval. 

Specifications  were  drawn  up  for  Water  Works  Supplies 
and  bids  invited  and  opened  on  October  16,  1972.  I  was  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  Commission  to  also  prepare  plans  for  main¬ 
line  construction  but,  due  to  a  heavy  work  load  and  lack 
of  personnel,  it  was  impossible  to  have  these  ready  for  early 
advertising.  We  regret  that  this  could  not  be  accomplished 
and  are  in  sympathy  with  those  who  are  awaiting  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  town  water,  however,  this  will  be  a  high  priority 
item  in  1973. 

During  the  early  summer  of  this  past  year,  we  were  ad¬ 
vised  that  a  Vocational  School  was  to  be  constructed  just 
north  of  the  Mid- Cape  Highway  near  the  Brewster  line.  A 
study  by  the  engineers  revealed  that  the  existing  8"  main 
installed  along  this  route  would  be  inadequate  to  handle  the 
requirements  of  the  school  and  the  Townspeople  at  the  1973 
Town  Meeting  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  an 
article  requesting  funds  to  correct  the  deficiency. 

269  domestic  services  were  installed  during  the  year 
making  a  total  of  4,595  service  connections  now  in  the  sys¬ 
tem.  In  our  1972  budget,  we  requested  the  sum  of  $23,500'  to 
be  used  under  the  Service  Installation  Account,  however  the 
Finance  Committee  disapproved  the  proposal  and  recommen¬ 
ded  a  maximum  of  $2,500.  It  was  suggested  by  this  Com¬ 
mittee  that  service  work  be  let  out  to  private  contractors. 
The  Water  Commissioners  had  me  write  specifications  and, 
when  these  specifications  were  presented  to  the  Town  Coun¬ 
sel  for  consideration,  he  felt  that  this  was  not  proper  pro¬ 
cedure,  consequently,  in  order  to  provide  service  to  the  many 
property  owners  who  had  applied  for  installation,  I  had  to 
instruct  these  applicants  to  make  checks  payable  to  the  vari¬ 
ous  supply  companies  involved  and,  in  turn,  act  as  a  Pur¬ 
chasing  Agent.  The  State  Auditor  has  informed  us  that  this 
practice  is  illegal  and  we  are  to  terminate  it  in  1973,  there- 
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fore,  if  we  are  to  continue  customer  service,  we  must  have 
sufficient  money  to  discharge  the  responsibilities  of  the  Wa¬ 
ter  Department  and,  if  this  is  not  forthcoming,  we  can  see 
no  way  by  which  we  can  provide  town  water  to  those  who 
have  requested  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  my  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners,  to  the  loyal  and  competent  employ¬ 
ees  of  the  Water  Department  and  to  the  citizenry  of  the 
Town  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

1972  Annual  Report 


The  year  1972  has  been  one  of  expansion  and  changes.  Mary 
Susich  retired  as  County  Health  Officer  on  January  31st  and  an 
acting  administrator,  Esther  G.  Howes,  was  appointed  until  July  1st 
when  she  became  County  Health  Officer.  There  has  been  a  re¬ 
placement  in  the  position  of  Junior  Sanitarian.  There  are  now 
four  staff  working  with  the  State  funded  Handicapped  Children’s 
Clinic.  There  has  been  a  vacancy  in  one  of  the  two  Nurse  Director 
positions  since  February.  There  have  been  reclassifications  of  5 
positions  in  order  to  bring  salaries  into  line  with  current  local  and 
state  guidelines.  Four  new  positions  had  been  requested  but  were  not 
made  available. 

■  y 

The  one  Nurse  Director  has  been  able  to  provide  consulta¬ 
tion  and  supervision  to  some  64  public  health  nurses  who  work 
in  schools  and  Home  Health  Agencies.  Considerable  emphasis  has 
been  placed  on  helping  the  professional  advisory  committees  and 
the  nurses  in  the  Home  Health  Agencies  so  that  standards  of  care 
and  appropriate  agency  policies  are  available,  and  state  and  federal 
guidelines  are  met.  Educational  programs  have  been  provided  reg¬ 
ularly  in  order  to  improve  quality  of  care  and  to  provide  for  ex 
pansion  of  services;  cooperative  planning  has  involved  the  local 
chapters  of  voluntary  health  agencies.  The  development  of  more 
comprehensive  school  health  services  has  been  continued,  for  the 
third  year  in  one  town,  and  for  the  first  year  in  another.  This  work 
has  begun  with  a  restatement  of  the  purpose  of  health  programs 
in  schools,  a  request  for  a  waiver  of  certain  state  regulations  in 
order  to  implement  a  different  program,  and  has  led  to  efforts  to 
identify  children’s  individual  needs  early,  to  develop  systems  of 
carrying  out  important  screening  techniques,  and  to  arrange  co¬ 
ordinated  planning  for  children  with  special  health  needs.  School 
systems  are  being  encouraged  to  look  at  the  responsibilities  of 
school  nurses,  and  roles  of  school  pyhsicians,  at  policies  pertaining 
to  the  administration  of  medication  and  treatment  at  school,  at  the 
differences  and  similarities  in  the  processes  in  health  services  and 
in  health  education. 
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Medical  Social  Work  emphasis  this  year  has  been  directed 
towards  the  improvement  of  communication  between  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health,  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  and  the 
Department  of  Education  in  order  to  provide  the  best  services 
possible  to  children  with  physical  handicaps  and  other  special 
needs.  As  the  agency  delegated  by  the  state  to  recommend  licenses 
to  nursery  schools,  and  as  administrator  of  the  Handicapped 
Children’s  Clinic,  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  is 
in  a  unique  position  to  do  this.  Meetings  have  been  held  with  the 
staff  of  the  Cape  Cod  Mental  Health  Center,  the  Association  for 
Retarded  Children,  local  Home  Health  Agencies,  public  health 
nurses,  local  school  nurses,  and  directors  and  teachers  of  the  Cape 
Nursery  Schools.  This  has  been  done  in  an  effort  to  help  plan  for 
children  already  in  the  Public  Schools  and  those  who  will  be  future 
students. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  add  an  additional  Social  Worker  to 
the  staff  this  year  to  work  with  the  Handicapped  Children’s  Clinic 
and  as  a  result  it  has  been  possible  to  make  pre-clinic  visits  to  almost 
all  of  the  new  patients  admitted  to  the  Clinic.  The  Social  Work 
staff  have  served  over  120  families  in  1972  and  as  a  result  have 
become  aware  of  the  increasing  need  for  a  Family  Service  Agency 
on  Cape  Cod. 

The  Social  Workers  have  been  active  in  many  local  and 
state  planning  groups  and  have  taken  continuing  education  courses 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Handicapped  Children’s  Clinic  staff  includes  four  state 
funded  positions;  a  physical  therapist,  a  medical  social  worker, 
and  two  secretaries.  Services  now  include  not  only  orthopedic  con¬ 
sultation  and  treatment,  but  pediatric  assessment  and  neurologic 
consultation  and  treatment  including  referrals  to  a  Plastic  Clinic 
and  arrangements  for  hospitalization  and  out-patient  care  at  New 
England  Medical  Center  and  at  Mt.  Auburn  Hospital.  Children  up 
to  the  age  of  21  years  are  seen  when  referred  by  their  family  phy¬ 
sicians.  323  children  are  now  being  followed.  The  majority  have 
multiple  problems  involving  the  need  for  periodic  re-valuation, 
treatment,  special  equipment  and  surgical  intervention  based 
on  their  progress,  development  and  age.  It  is  now  possible  to 
provide  progress  reports  to  the  family  physicians  and  to  the 
schools  when  indicated.  The  physical  therapist  also  has  provided 
much  consultation  to  school  nurses  and  physical  education  teachers 
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so  that  the  special  needs  of  these  handicapped  children  can  be  met 
at  school,  and  so  that  no  child  will  miss  the  opportunity  of  having 
appropriate  physical  education  activities.  She  has  asisted  one 
school  in  an  experimental  posture  screening  and  remedial  pro¬ 
gram,  and  an  illustrated  instructional  booklet  has  been  prepared 
for  teacher  use.  Scoliosis  screening  at  appropriate  age  levels  is  now 
in  effect  in  two  school  systems  and  could  be  developed  in  others. 

The  Dental  Hygienist  has  continued  to  provide  dental  health 
education  and  consultation  service  to  parent  groups,  nurses,  teach¬ 
ers  and  school  programs.  Motivating  children  to  good  oral  health 
practice  and  educating  the  public  in  the  prevention  of  dental  disease 
must  be  done  as  long  as  dental  caries  continue  to  be  a  top  priority 
public  health  problem. 

Direct  services  such  as  screening  and  topical  fluoride  pro¬ 
grams  were  limited  to  pre-school  children  and  Head  Start  pro¬ 
grams.  During  the  summer  months  fluoride  clinics  for  children 
entering  school  in  the  fall  were  held  in  two  towns. 

Plans  to  continue  an  epidemiological  research  study  of  tooth 
enamel  to  determine  the  fluoride  content  are  pending  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year.  This  study  will  be  conducted  in  the  Barnstable  School 
System  in  conjunction  with  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Forsyth  Dental  Research  Center. 

Environmental  Health  Report:  Inspections  are  being  carried 
out  as  provided  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Sanitary  Code  for  eat¬ 
ing  establishments,  swimming  pools,  recreational  camps,  tent  sites 
and  local  sewage  systems. 

This  was  the  year  of  the  “Red  Tide”  which  caused  heavy 
economic  losses  to  the  shellfishing  industry  on  the  north  shore 
but  no  fatalities.  “Red  Tide”  refers  to  the  presence  of  the  organ¬ 
ism,  gonyaulax,  which  causes  paralytic  shellfish  poisoning.  In 
handling  this  situation  we  received  excellent  cooperation  from  the 
Boards  of  Health,  Shellfish  Constables  and  Police  Departments. 
This  is  the  first  emergency  that  we  can  recall  where  an  organization 
was  formed  in  a  matter  of  hours  to  cope  with  the  situation.  This 
should  be  further  developed  for  emergency  use  in  the  future. 

This  year  we  have  expanded  our  laboratory  activities  to  in¬ 
clude  examination  of  shellfish  and  expanded  chemical  examina¬ 
tion  of  water  and  sewage. 

The  remodelling  of  office  areas  and  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  laboratory  has  meant  some  inconvenience;  the  additional  of- 
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fice  space  now  provides  more  privacy  and  efficiency  in  operation. 
Additional  office  equipment  and  laboratory  equipment  is  planned 
for. 

In  reviewing  goals  for  this  year  we  had  given  priority  in 
strengthening  staff  and  services  in  Environmental  Health,  and 
Medical  Social  Work  and  reclassification  of  staff  positions.  We 
must  continue  this  in  the  coming  year  also.

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Report  of  the  Land  Use  Study  Committee 


After  numerous  meetings  and  discussion,  and  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  Recreation  Commission  has  jurisdiction  of 
approximately  fifty  acres  of  land  that  abuts  the  land  to  be 
acquired  under  Article  57  of  the  1972  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
the  Land  Use  Study  Committee  has  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  best  use  of  said  land  would  be  twofold. 

Namely  the  construction  of  an  eighteen  hole  Public  Golf 
Course  with  the  additional  provision  for  open,  undeveloped 
and  uncut  land  for  Conservation.  Even  though  the  parcel  is 
approximately  185  acres,  twenty  seven  holes  would  crowd  the 
land  and  necessitate  the  filling  of  low  areas  where  rain  and 
surface  water  enter  the  water  table.  Also,  there  could  be  no 
provision  for  open  and  uncut  areas  in  order  to  preserve  the 
natural  beauty  of  the  central  pond  area. 

It  is  apparently  more  in  order  for  land  controlled  by  the 
Recreation  Commission  to  be  used  for  tennis  and  paddle 
tennis  courts,  ice  hockey,  swimming  facilities,  lawn  bowling 
and  like.

The 
vehicle  has  an  abundance  of  working  space,  and  is  equipped 
with  the  latest  equipment  to  deliver  the  best  emergency 
care  to  the  people  we  serve. 

Starting  in  Jan.  1973  the  rescue  personnel  will  receive 
advanced  instruction  in  the  latest  methods  of  emergency 
care,  which  will  classify  them  as  Emergency  Medical  Techni¬ 
cians.  This  class  will  be  instructed  by  Dr.  Lloyd  Bremer,  M.D., 
who  is  on  the  emergency  room  medical  staff  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Hospital. 

The  demands  of  the  fire  and  emergency  problems  have 
increased  greatly  in  the  community,  and  the  department  is 
changing  and  improving  to  meet  these  needs. 

I  again  would  like  to  emphasize  the  need  for  outlying 
fire  stations  so  that  all  citizens  may  have  proper  fire  protec¬ 
tion  and  emergency  service.  I  wish  the  cooperation  and  sup¬ 
port  of  all  when  this  matter  appears  before  you  for  your 
consideration,  in  the  very  near  future. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  cooperation  and  donation  of  time,  during  the 
past  year,  to  the  members  and  Chiefs  of  other  Towns,  and  to 
the  Citizens  of  Harwich  for  their  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  Town  Counsel 


To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  am  happy  to  give  this  annual  report  summarizing  the 
activities  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 
during  the  year  1972. 

As  all  of  us  are  aware,  during  the  year  1972  a  total  revi¬ 
sion  of  our  Protective  (Zoning)  By-Law  was  undertaken  by 
our  Planning  Board  with  the  assistance  of  all  Town  depart¬ 
ments  and  with  particular  assistance  of  the  Selectmen.  This 
undertaking  was  most  ambitious  in  nature  and  I  had  the 
privilege  of  working  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  departments  in  coming  up 
with  a  comprehensive  Zoning  By-Law  which  would  answer 
the  needs  of  the  Town  in  controlling  the  very  rapid  develop¬ 
ment  which  I  alluded  to  in  my  last  report. 

During  the  year  1972  zoning  problems  continued  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  greatest  volume  of  work  for  my  office  and  I  would 
anticipate  that  this  trend  will  continue  in  1973  as  our  new 
by-law  is  interpreted  and  applied  to  future  development. 

Several  suits  were  brought  against  the  Town  during  1972 
as  a  result  of  zoning  problems.  One  such  case  involved  an 
appeal  from  the  Board  of  Appeals’  decision  to  grant  the 
Commodore  Motel  a  permit  to  extend  a  non-conforming  use. 
The  Superior  Court  found  that  the  Town  had  acted  properly 
in  granting  a  permit  to  extend  a  non-conforming  use  and 
the  case  has  been  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court. 
In  another  case  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  grant 
Carl  and  Nancy  Clapp  a  special  permit  to  construct  multi¬ 
family  dwellings  in  a  residential  zone  off  Bank  Street  in 
Harwich  Port  was  appealed  to  the  Second  District  Court  and 
that  case  is  still  pending.  In  a  third  case  involving  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  William  Murphy  for  a  building  permit  to  con¬ 
struct  a  motel  on  Route  28  in  South  Harwich,  because  of  a 
possible  conflict  of  interest  I  did  not  represent  the  Town 
but  a  decision  was  rendered  by  the  Superior  Court  against 
the  Town  in  that  particular  matter. 
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At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  of  1972  the  Town 
voted  to  acquire  approximately  150  acres  of  land  North  of 
Route  39  bounded  approximately  by  Route  39  on  the  South, 
John  Joseph  Road  on  the  East,  Queen  Anne  Road  on  the 
North  and  Oak  Street  on  the  West.  This  land  acquisition  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  largest  single  land  acquisitions  in  the 
history  of  the  Town  and  at  this  writing  (January  15,  1973) 
is  nearing  completion  and  should  be  completed  by  the  time 
this  report  appears  in  the  Annual  Town  Report.  All  other 
land  acquisition  and  road  taking  articles  voted  at  the  March 
meeting  have  been  completed 

This  year  marked  the  initiation  of  a  new  procedure  for 
handling  the  legal  problems  of  the  Town.  In  cooperation 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  a  plan  has  been  devised  and 
implemented  whereby  I  spend  one  day  each  week  (Wednes¬ 
day)  at  the  Town  Hall  and  am  available  by  appointment 
through  the  Selectmen  to  all  Department  heads  who  may 
wish  to  consult  with  me  on  various  legal  problems.  Because 
of  this  new  system,  it  is  now  possible  for  Department  heads 
to  sit  down  with  Town  Counsel  on  a  one-to-one  basis  and 
discuss  in  detail  various  problems  which  have  developed  and 
get  a  prompt  answer  to  their  question.  Previously  it  was 
often  necessary  to  correspond  in  writing  with  Town  Counsel 
and  wait  for  Town  Counsel  to  correspond  in  writing  with  the 
Department  head.  While  this  type  of  formal  procedure  is 
still  used  to  some  degree,  it  is  only  employed  on  the  more 
important  questions  where,  for  the  record,  the  Department 
head  or  Town  Counsel,  or  both,  wish  to  have  a  written  state¬ 
ment  of  the  question  asked  and  the  answer  given.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  the  availability  of  Town  Counsel  on  a  regular 
basis  every  Wednesday  at  the  Town  Hall  has  expedited  the 
handling  of  many  legal  questions  which  various  Department 
heads  have  encountered. 

Closely  akin  to  zoning  legislation  are  recent  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  law  of  wetlands  conservation  and  during  the 
year  1972  new  regulations  and  laws  have  been  passed  by  the 
General  Court  which  expand  the  Town’s  responsibilities  in 
this  area.  I  have  met  with  the  Conservation  Commission, 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  various  other  De¬ 
partments  in  an  effort  to  keep  all  Departments  abreast  of 
recent  changes  in  the  law.  The  Selectmen  and  Planning 
Board  have  been  instrumental  in  getting  the  Departments 
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together  and  in  taking  intelligent  and  far-sighted  steps  to¬ 
ward  encouraging  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  understanding 
between  the  Departments  so  that  all  branches  of  the  Town 
Government  can  operate  smoothly  with  one  another  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  It  has  been  my  job  as 
Town  Counsel  to  contribute  to  this  undertaking  by  being 
available  to  explain  the  legalities  of  various  procedures  under 
new  conservation  laws  and  new  zoning  by-laws  so  that  Town 
boards  and  officials  will  have  a  clear  understanding  of  what 
is  required  of  them  under  the  law. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  and  all  other 
Department  heads  and  Departments  with  whom  I  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  during  the  year  1972  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  to  me.

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

Your  Council  on  Aging  during  1972  brought  credit  to 
Harwich.  Throughout  Cape  Cod,  Harwich  receives  accolades 
for  this  activity.  Our  Council  is  service  oriented,  giving  our 
elderly  a  vehicle  through  which  they  may  serve  other  seg¬ 
ments  of  the  community,  as  well  as  helping  them  to  find 
worthwhile  ways  to  use  their  retirement,  to  find  answers  to 
matters  which  are  perplexing  to  them,  and  to  have  fun  in  a 
wide  variety  of  ways. 

Unpaid  volunteers  are  the  bulwark  of  our  operation.  In 
excess  of  200  people  give  from  a  day  a  month  to  much  more 
frequent  service.  They  man  our  phone,  they  answer  questions, 
they  keep  a  daily  record  of  each  day’s  happenings,  they  serve 
as  hostesses  at  Albro  House,  or  elsewhere,  such  as  responding 
to  a  request  for  hostesses  for  a  three  day  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Education  Association  in  Hyannis.  They  serve 
as  friendly  visitors,  they  carry  on  7  days  a  week  “Operation 
Reassurance”,  daily  checking  folk  living  alone.  When  a  need 
arises  they  accept  the  challenge  willingly. 

Filing  tax  returns  can  be  a  bugaboo.  We  enlisted  the 
help  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  and  with  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  a  local  bank  gave  instruction  to  over  20  of  our  volun¬ 
teers,  who  then,  without  charge,  assisted  retirees  in  making 
out  their  returns. 

A  promising  new  field  is  our  Hand  Craft  Industry.  We 
have  an  active  group  of  retirees  who  study  markets,  and  are 
starting  to  produce  real  Cape  Cod  mementos. 

A  bright  spot  in  the  day  for  many  of  our  older  residents 
is  the  arrival  of  the  Council’s  News  Letter  with  its  notations 
as  to  future  activities,  and  its  delightful  bits  of  philosophy. 
940  copies  go  each  month  to  our  1,700  members.  This  draws 
our  community  together. 

This  year  an  innovation  differing  from  usual  Council 
structure  was  initiated  by  the  Director.  The  chairman  of 
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Volunteer  Services,  Officers  of  Interest  Groups,  and  represen¬ 
tative  Volunteers  were  called  to  serve  as  a  Cabinet.  This 
group  meets  once  a  month  (frequently  with  the  Council)  to 
bring  their  thinking  to  bear  on  problems  and  opportunities 
with  which  the  Agency  is  faced.  This  gives  those  most  close¬ 
ly  involved  a  place  to  be  heard,  and  to  have  a  picture  of  all 
facets  of  the  Council’s  work,  and  it  gives  the  Director  grass 
roots  reactions. 

Personal  counselling  is  one  of  our  important  functions. 
In  quiet  restful  surroundings  our  professionally  trained  Di¬ 
rector  helps  those  with  problems  to  find  solutions  to  matters 
which  are  troubling  them,  the  “Thank-You”  notes  attest  to 
the  success  we  achieve  for  these  people. 

With  the  cooperation  of  Harwich’s  medical  profession, 
its  Board  of  Health,  and  its  Health  Advisory  Committee  the 
first  steps  have  been  taken  this  year  towards  a  Health  Pro¬ 
gram.  One  day  a  week  our  Town  Nurses  are  at  Albro  House, 
the  Senior  Center,  providing  services  for  ALL  RESIDENTS 
OF  HARWICH  which  they  would  normally  do  under  doctor’s 
orders  at  the  patient’s  home.  Council  on  Aging  volunteers 
serve  as  receptionists,  provide  coffee  to  those  waiting,  mak¬ 
ing  the  visit  an  outing  instead  of  an  ordeal.  The  nurses  are 
now  able  to  do  more  health  counselling  than  before,  and 
since  they  serve  more  people  in  a  shorter  time,  there  is  a 
saving  which  is  passed  on  to  those  who  need  the  nurse’s 
help. 

We  have  an  answer  to  the  problem  of  conflicting  dates 
of  organizations’  meetings.  There  is  now  a  Community  Cal¬ 
endar  at  Albro  House  and  organizations  are  urged  to  write 
in  dates  of  their  meetings  so  that  conflicts  may  be  avoided. 

We  operate  through  Interest  Groups,  sponsored  by  the 
Council,  and  supported  by  it,  but  with  each  group  being 
autonomous  in  its  structure.  The  Genealogy  Club  membership 
includes  people  from  other  communities  as  well  as  from  Har¬ 
wich.  Dues  are  minimal,  and  programs  are  determined  by 
the  club’s  officers.  The  Wayfarers  a  travel  club  provides 
those  who  wish  to  travel  the  opportunity  to  do  so  in  the 
congenial  company  of  other  local  people  of  their  age  group. 
They  develop  trips  on  their  own  initiative.  The  Harwich 
Handicrafters  also  plan  their  own  activities.  Through  their 
generosity,  their  sales  of  handicraft  items  has  contributed 
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substantially  to  the  restoration  work  at  Albro  House.  Study 
and  Research  groups  of  informed  people  are  gathered  from 
time  to  time  to  test  their  reactions  to  some  suggested  policy, 
or  to  explore  through  them  possible  answers  to  a  problem 
which  has  been  brought  to  us.  Day  Trips  are  planned  by  the 
Director  for  shopping  to  visit  points  of  interest  such  as  the 
new  U.S.  Weather  Bureau  Station  or  the  splendors  of  New¬ 
port,  or  to  events  like  the  Cape  Cod  Symphony  or  the  Flower 
Show. 

Do  you  have  a  question  about  Medicare  or  Blue  Cross  — 
Come  in  any  Tuesday  and  our  expert  will  help  you.  Do  you 
wish  to  mark  your  appliances  and  other  valuables  to  make 
the  theft  of  them  less  likely  —  We  will  loan  you  an  engraver 
free,  and  provide  a  decal  for  your  house  showing  that  you 
have  this  protection.  Do  you  have  questions  about  your  social 
security  —  We  help  find  the  answers  to  these  and  other 
matters. 

As  a  first  step  towards  a  bus  service  for  shopping  and 
medical  visits  we  have  prepared  a  3'  by  5'  map  of  Harwich 
Streets  with  map  tacks  indicating  where  our  Seniors  live. 
In  another  innovative  approach  we  are  giving  each  of  our 
elderly  the  opportunity  to  express  their  preferences  as  to 
housing,  and  this  data  will  be  available  to  our  Planning 
Board  and  to  interested  social  groups,  as  well  as  to  those  in 
the  building  industry. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  our  activities.  The  entire  program 
is  designed  to  be  available  for  and  attractive  to  Senior  Citi¬ 
zens  of  all  economic  levels. 

The  Council  happily  reports  to  the  citizens  of  Harwich 
that  as  a  good  tenant,  it  has  substantially  restored  Albro 
House,  and  all  without  expense  to  the  Town  and  without  any 
burden  on  the  tax  rate.  This  town  owned  building  houses 
the  Harwich  Senior  Center  and  the  new  Harwich  Health 
Center.  It  has  been  repainted,  the  kitchen  remodeled  with 
new  cabinets,  counters  and  floor  covering.  We  have  a  new 
roof  thanks  to  the  gifts  from  our  Senior  Citizens,  and  friends 
including  gifts  from  groups  such  as  the  Dorcas  Society  of 
Pilgrim  Church,  the  Men’s  Service  Club  of  Christ  Church, 
and  the  L.B.S.  Society  of  the  Harwich  Congregational  Church. 
Christ  Church  Vestry  made  a  substantial  gift  towards  reno¬ 
vating  the  quarters  for  the  Health  Center. 
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The  upstairs  powder  room  is  restored  and  useable.  Other 
rooms  on  the  second  floor  are  nearing  restoration.  A  new 
oil  burner  has  been  installed,  the  main  rooms  have  new  wall¬ 
paper,  the  hall  is  carpeted.  With  handrails  installed  at  the 
entrance,  our  brick  walk  uncovered,  our  shrubbery  trimmed, 
Albro  House  is  a  credit  to  the  village,  and  adds  to  its  charm. 

Our  Senior  Center  at  Albro  House  is  open  from  Monday 
through  Friday  each  week,  from  10  a.m.  till  noon  and  from 
2  p.m.  till  4  p.m.  You  are  urged  to  drop  in.  This  is  a  part  of 
your  Harwich  government  of  which  you  may  be  proud.

Balance  Sheet — December  31,  1972 
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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Harwich,  once  a  small  school  system,  is  now  rapidly 
growing  away  from  the  small  school  classification.  The  school 
census  for  October  1,  1971  shows  1,401  students  in  the  town 
at  that  time.  You  will  note  as  you  read  the  census  report 
that  by  October  1,  1972  the  count  had  reached  1,572.  Actu¬ 
ally,  at  this  writing,  the  total  has  gone  beyond  1,600  with 
more  students  being  enrolled  almost  weekly. 

The  problem  before  the  Harwich  School  Committee  has 
become  one  of  how  to  deal  with  this  steady  increase  in  en¬ 
rollment.  Most  of  last  year’s  problems  are  still  with  us  in 
the  area  of  teaching  staff,  furniture,  supplies,  books,  etc. 
Further,  as  the  system  grows  larger  it  becomes  necessary  to 
decentralize  the  structure  and  to  parcel  out  areas  of  respon¬ 
sibility  to  a  greater  number  of  people.  This,  in  turn,  results 
in  a  need  for  additonal  staff  at  all  levels.  State  requirements 
for  children  with  special  probems  also  have  added  to  the 
increasing  numbers  of  personnel.  Such  purchases  as  extra 
lockers,  desks,  books  and  band  uniforms  as  well  as  additional 
bus  routes  have  been  necessary. 

However,  even  after  we  hired  more  teachers  and  bought 
more  supplies,  it  became  evident  that  we  must  supply  more 
space  for  this  burgeoning  student  population.  The  relocat¬ 
able  classrooms,  voted  in  June,  were  the  obvious  temporary 
solution.  It  is  hoped  that  their  use  will  relieve  the  congestion 
at  all  levels.  Plans  for  further  space  on  a  permanent  basis  are 
outlined  in  the  report  of  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee. 

In  the  interim  of  at  least  two  years  before  any  facility 
can  be  completed,  the  Harwich  School  Committee  must  face 
the  possibility  of  having  another  15%  increase  in  enrollment 
by  September  1973.  Will  we  be  forced  to  go  back  to  holding 
classes  in  the  gyms  again?  Should  we  go  into  double  ses¬ 
sions?  Perhaps  we  could  adopt  a  four  day  school  week?  Any 
of  these  stop-gap  solutions  is  bound  to  be  unsatisfactory  but 
at  least  one  of  these  may  become  a  necessity  before  a  per¬ 
manent  solution  becomes  a  reality. 
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Your  School  Committee  acknowledges  the  fact  that  with 
all  of  these  problems  the  taxpayer  must  face  greater  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  school  budget.  We  hope  that  we  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  count  on  the  support  of  the  voters  as  we  work  to¬ 
gether  towards  the  best  interests  of  the  children  in  the  Town 
of  Harwich.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

It  is  my  sincere  pleasure  to  review  the  progress  of  the 
Harwich  Public  Schools  since  last  year  at  this  time. 

The  passing  months  have  been  hectic,  yet  happy  and 
rewarding.  There  have  been  many  changes,  some  of  major 
proportion,  others  less  significant.  I  am  torn  between  writing 
a  text  which  probably  will  be  long  and  not  too  interesting 
and  highlighting  major  changes  which  will  result  in  omitting 
many  less  significant,  yet  equally  important  programs.  I  hope 
you  will  find  the  compromise  chosen  both  informative  and 
interesting. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  great  detail  about  the  dra¬ 
matic  increase  in  student  population.  Reports  of  the  Space 
Needs  Committee,  School  Committee  and  census  taker  will 
document  the  statistics.  These  additional  students  however, 
created  some  of  the  changes  I  would  like  to  discuss  briefly 
with  you. 

Harwich  has  always  been  known  as  a  quality  school  sys¬ 
tem.  This  reputation  has  been  deservedly  earned.  The  prime 
ingredient  creating  this  educational  excellence  can  be  de¬ 
scribed  in  one  word  —  individuality.  A  small  school  system 
can  provide  individual  attention  to  students  and  their  prob¬ 
lems.  A  large  system  tends  to  operate  after  the  fact  and  to 
apply  remedial  resources  instead  of  preventive  action.  Let  me 
be  specific  in  explaining  what  I  mean. 

1.  Additional  students  overcrowd  corridors.  The  mere 
passing  from  room  to  room  becomes  a  harrowing  ex¬ 
perience  for  youngsters  fighting  the  crowd  between 
classes. 

2.  Teachers  are  unable  to  spend  extended  time  working 
with  individual  students  because  there  are  too  many 
students  for  them  to  deal  with. 

3.  Students  don’t  form  valuable  social  relationships  be¬ 
cause  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  must  be  insti¬ 
tuted  to  control  activity. 
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4.  Teachers  don’t  have  sufficient  time  to  meet  together 
and  pool  their  resources  to  help  a  student  with  his 
problems. 

5.  The  number  of  guidance  staff,  reading  teachers  and 
special  class  teachers  cannot  be  increased  rapidly 
enough  to  help  classroom  teachers. 

6.  Decentralization  occurs.  Departments  grow  and  de¬ 
mand  coordination.  Impersonalization  sets  in  again. 

7.  The  budget  increases,  not  only  for  books  but  for 
lockers,  desks,  chairs,  insurance,  new  maintenance 
people,  new  machines  and  new  schools. 

Where  will  it  stop,  nobody  knows.  If  we  increase  at  our 
present  rate,  by  1980  our  staff  and  our  budget  will  be  in¬ 
creased  threefold.  Schools  suffer  the  same  inflation  that  you 
do  at  home.  Transportation  increases,  shipping  costs  go  up. 
A  five  dollar  textbook  two  years  ago  now  costs  seven-fifty. 
I  believe  our  only  hope  lies  in  the  willingness  of  you,  the 
taxpayer,  to  continue  to  support  your  educational  system  as 
you  have  in  past  years. 

ELEMENTARY  &  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS 

The  name  of  the  game  at  the  Elementary  and  Inter¬ 
mediate  Schools  this  past  year  has  been  —  what  do  we  do 
with  the  population  explosion?  Throughout  the  entire  school 
year  class  size  increased  at  an  alarming  rate.  It  soon  became 
apparent  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  find  classroom  space 
or  have  an  overwhelming  increase  in  class  size.  At  a  special 
town  meeting  in  June,  funds  were  voted  for  purchasing 
relocatable  classrooms. 

Not  only  have  we  been  concerned  with  the  increase  in 
enrollment  but  we  have  also  turned  our  attention  to  some 
innovations  in  educational  procedure. 

Several  teachers  indicated  that  they  would  like  to  try 
“opening  up”  their  classrooms  and  to  attempt  to  individualize 
instruction  within  those  classrooms.  In  September  we  did 
begin  our  program  of  opening  up  education  in  several  class¬ 
rooms.  We  hope  that  our  efforts  in  this  area  will  provide  an 
excellent  demonstration  of  self  directed  but  guided  learning 
and  true  joy  in  the  classroom.  How  will  it  happen?  It  will 
happen  because; 
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1.  The  children  enjoy  the  trust  and  respect  of  their 
teacher  and,  therefore,  of  each  other. 

2.  They  learn  responsibility  because  they  are  given 
suitable  opportunities  for  choosing  and  planning 
their  activities.  Freedom  and  responsibility  go  hand 
in  hand. 

3.  Their  learning  is  effective  and  relevant  because  it 
arises  from  their  interests,  and  they  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  pursue  those  interests. 

4.  Their  individuality  is  respected  and  encouraged. 

5.  Because  they  are  not  overwhelmed  by  the  teachers’ 
presence,  these  children  develop  a  natural  style  of 
learning  appropriate  to  their  condition. 

6.  They  learn  to  come  to  terms  with  themselves  and 
with  their  true  world,  partly  through  their  own 
strenuous  activity  and  partly  through  the  environ¬ 
ment  that  has  been  structured  for  them. 

This  integrated  day  is  only  one  way,  and  it  is  essential 
to  remind  ourselves  that  there  is  no  single  way  that  works  for 
everyone.  It  is  our  hope  that  all  teachers  will  try  to  incor¬ 
porate  some  elements  of  the  integrated  day  open  classroom 
into  their  own  daily  programs  —  more  openness,  more  flex¬ 
ible  scheduling,  more  teacher-pupil  planning,  more  personal 
choices,  and  proceed  gradually  and  securely  from  there. 
Where  and  when  this  will  start  will  depend  in  large  part  on 
the  teacher.  But  no  teacher  shoud  discard  all  convictions 
and  adopt  every  change  that  comes  along.  Embracing  the 
new  can  occur  in  addition  to,  rather  than  instead  of,  retain¬ 
ing  the  old. 

In  September,  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor  was  as¬ 
signed  duties  of  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  and 
School  Psychologist  within  the  Harwich  schools.  These  re¬ 
sponsibilities  include  the  coordination,  evaluation  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  special  services  and  instruction  to  educationally 
handicapped  children  in  each  school. 

Organizationally  the  Department  has  evolved  four  spe¬ 
cialized  services  —  counseling,  diagnostic,  special  education 
and  health.  An  evaluation  team  composed  of  standing  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  each  service  meet  regularly  to  assess  program, 
procedures,  pupil  referrals  and  placements,  needs  and  plans. 
All  Department  members  meet  bi-monthly  for  similar 
purposes. 
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During  the  fall  quarter  approximately  225  elementary 
school  pupils  with  academic,  behavioral,  or  physical  deficien¬ 
cies  were  referred  by  teachers,  parents  or  administrators  to 
the  Department.  Screening  programs  to  identify  sensory, 
postural  and  motor,  speech,  dental  and  physical  defects  have 
also  been  conducted  and  are  continuing.  Of  those  children 
with  recognized  special  needs,  175  are  presently  provided 
special  instruction,  regular  counseling  or  both.  The  school 
offers  those  special  provisions  currently  required  or  soon  to 
become  mandatory. 

1.  Selected  children  (11)  with  primary  emotional  and 
behavioral  disorder  participate  in  regular  small  group 
activity;  others  (32)  are  supported  within  the  normal 
class  by  counseling  and  teacher  consultation. 

2.  Children  with  identified  learning  disabilities  (61)  are 
provided  daily  tutorial  instruction  (26),  or  individu¬ 
alized  training  within  a  resource  room  (8)  or  transi¬ 
tion  room  (27).  Developmental  sensory-motor  train¬ 
ing  is  offered  to  selected  kindergarten  and  primary 
grade  children  (74). 

3.  Educable  mentally  retarded  children  (18)  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  normal  classes  as  is  possible,  supplemented 
by  resource  room  instruction. 

4.  Normal  children  with  special  remedial  needs  (30)  are 
engaged  in  individual  academic  tutoring,  and  speech 
impaired  children  (27)  are  provided  regular  therapy. 

Diagnostic  services  consisting  of  group  screening  and  in¬ 
dividual  testing  of  mentality,  sensory,  organic  and  perceptual 
functioning,  emotionality,  academic  proficiencies,  and  speech 
are  conducted  by  qualified  specialists.  Formal  re-evaluation 
of  retardates  has  been  completed.  Learning  disabled  children 
are  functionally  identified  and  are  diagnosed  by  clinical 
teaching  and  staff  assessment.  Severely  disturbed  children 
are  examined  and  referred  for  medical  and  psychiatric  inter¬ 
vention.  Children  with  diagnosed  health  needs  are  identified 
to  parents  or  prescribed  authorities;  and  neglected  or  abused 
children  are  referred  to  appropriate  agencies  for  investiga¬ 
tion.  Parents  of  all  children  engaged  in  special  education  or 
counseling  are  consulted  by  the  involved  staff. 

The  Learning  Disabilities  Program  began  formally  in 
January,  1972,  preceded  by  some  individual  screening,  con¬ 
ferences  with  parents,  teachers,  counselors,  nurse,  etc.,  and 
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the  part-time  assistance  of  an  in-training  tutor.  Beginning 
in  January,  for  six  weeks,  in-depth  diagnostic  testing  was 
done  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bosley  on  a  group  of  children  tentatively 
identified  as  learning  disabled.  Also  in  January  two  tutors 
were  hired  on  an  hourly  basis  to  carry  out  recommended 
programs  for  these  children.  Because  of  the  numbers  identi¬ 
fied  and  the  programs  included,  the  Transitional  Class  was 
State-approved  as  part  of  the  Learning  Disabilities  Program. 
Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year  various  tests  have  been 
administered  to  groups  and  individuals. 

In  September  a  full  time  teacher  was  hired  for  group 
work  in  learning  disabilities.  Because  of  space  limitations 
the  group  has  not  been  possible  but  we  trust  that  it  will  be 
this  month.  At  present  the  tutors  are  servicing  24  children. 
Special  Education  and  Transitional  Class  teachers  are  seeing 
8  more  in  addition  to  their  regular  classes.  Eight  children 
are  enrolled  in  the  Transitional  Classs 

Tutor  meetings  have  been  held  when  necessary  for  dis¬ 
cussion  of  methods,  materials,  problems,  etc.  All  have  at¬ 
tended  the  Pupil  Personnel  meetings.  Tutors  are  in  constant 
contact  with  teachers  and  have  had  conferences  with  parents. 
The  department  assisted  with  the  Kindergarten  Screening 
Program  in  September. 

Title  1  program  with  three  tutors  for  reading  and  com¬ 
pensatory  help  ran  from  January  to  June  of  1972  and  serviced 
approximately  50  students  in  grades  2-8.  Teachers,  parents 
and  students  feel  that  this  is  an  extremely  valuable  part  of 
the  school  program.  The  Director  wrote  a  new  project  for 
this  school  year,  1972-1973,  using  virtually  all  the  available 
funds,  and  this  project  was  accepted.  Tutoring  recommenced 
the  end  of  October  with  the  three  reading  tutors  and  an  ad¬ 
ditional  staff  member  to  do  perceptual-motor  training  with 
some  learning  disabled  children,  transitional  class,  and  pre¬ 
ventive  training  with  kindergarten  children.  At  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  and  Intermediate  Schools  some  small  (2  or  3)  group 
work  is  replacing  the  individual  tutoring.  Where  children 
with  similar  needs  can  be  matched  the  method  appears  suc¬ 
cessful.  Numbers  served  at  present,  exclusive  of  kindergarten 
and  transitional  class,  are  75. 

This  has  been  a  challenging  and  rewarding  year.  The 
trend  towards  early  evaluation,  identification  of  learning 
needs  and  problems,  early  intervention,  and  the  group  work 
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of  the  Pupil  Personnel  Service  are  encouraging.  The  Learn¬ 
ing  Disabilities  Program  has  had  a  good  beginning  and  plans 
have  been  made  for  its  growth.  Time  has  been  provided  now 
for  much  needed  observation  and  assistance  to  new  classroom 
teachers.  Title  1  provides  services  to  both  the  reading  and 
the  learning  disabilities  areas.  They  are  so  closely  related 
that  in  some  areas  any  division  would  be  artificial  and  lead 
to  needless  duplication  of  effort. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  creating  of  department  heads  in  math-science,  eng- 
lish-languages  and  social  studies  has  enhanced  the  coordinat¬ 
ing  of  faculty  and  administrative  efforts  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  each  of  the  five  academic  areas. 

Department  heads  and  the  administration  meet  once 
each  month  to  discuss  all  areas  of  endeavor.  As  a  result, 
better  communication  now  exists  between  all  levels  of  the 
total  operation. 

An  honor  pass  system  was  instituted  in  November.  An 
Honor  Pass  System  Committee  made  up  of  five  faculty  mem¬ 
bers,  the  administration  and  two  Student  Council  members 
administer  the  pass  system.  The  system  is  based  on  the  re¬ 
sponsible  use  of  a  permanent  pass  by  all  students  involved. 
Under  this  system,  students  may  sign  out  for  any  supervised 
area.  As  a  result,  it  is  our  hope  that  more  and  better  use  of 
the  art,  music,  industrial  arts,  homemaking  arts,  and  library 
will  result. 

Our  five-year  New  England  Association  of  Secondary 
Schools  and  College  Evaluation  report  was  accepted.  The 
ten-year  re-evaluation  visit  will  be  scheduled  for  sometime 
during  the  spring  of  1977. 

The  7th  and  8th  grade  academic  grouping  procedure  has 
been  changed  to  a  less  rigidly  grouped  process.  The  first  three 
groups  at  each  grade  level  are  homogeneously  grouped  ac¬ 
cording  to  ability.  The  last  three  groups  are  created  as  the 
result  of  a  random  selection  basis.  The  new  grouping  process 
is  a  more  realistic  approach  to  providing  our  young  people 
with  meaningful  social  and  educational  experiences. 

A  total  of  27  seniors  are  taking  part  in  our  work-release 
time  program.  A  full  time  work-study  program  will  get  un¬ 
derway  come  January  2,  1973.  Eligible  participants  will  be

able  to  earn  up  to  two  full  credits  through  their  participation 
in  this  program.  A  work -study  coordinator  will  be  in  charge 
of  the  program. 

The  following  changes  were  made  in  the  English- 
Language  Department: 

1.  The  successful  continuation  of  one  semester  courses 
at  the  11th  and  12th  grade  levels  in  the  English 
Department. 

2.  At  the  9th  grade  level  the  course  is  broken  into  quar¬ 
terly  units  with  one  teacher  teaching  one  unit  to  all 
classes  on  a  rotating  basis. 

3.  At  the  10th  grade  level  teachers  are  rotating  between 
two  sections  on  a  semester  basis.  This  offers  con¬ 
centration  of  work  in  specific  areas,  resulting  in  more 
efficient  use  of  the  teacher  and  his  or  her  capabilities. 

4.  The  establishment  of  a  semester  course  in  Business 
English  and  the  preparation  of  a  course  for  the 
second  semester  in  Industrial  English. 

5.  There  is  no  change  in  the  foreign  language  program, 
but  preparations  are  under  way  to  continue  the  En¬ 
cyclopedia  Britannica  French  Program  at  the  9th 
grade  level  next  year.  This  had  been  started  two 
years  ago  at  the  junior  high  level. 

The  year  1972  proved  to  be  an  active  year  for  Media 
Services.  The  division  of  the  card  catalog  was  completed. 
The  Media  Center  now  has  a  divided  catalog,  e.g.,  author- 
title  and  subject.  Magazines  are  continuing  to  be  bound  as 
missing  issues  are  located.  Many  thanks  to  the  townspeople 
who  donated  these  magazines.  To  date,  175  completed  vol¬ 
umes  have  been  bound  by  student  help. 

Book  circulation  has  increased  from  2,484  in  1971  to 
2,948  in  1972.  With  the  assistance  of  two  members  of  Opera¬ 
tion  Mainstream,  volunteers  and  student  help  652  books  were 
processed  and  cataloged  this  year. 

Substantive  changes  in  the  Social  Studies  curriculum, 
effected  this  year  include: 

1.  A  new  course  in  World  Geography  offered  to  students 
in  A  divisions,  7th  grade. 

2.  Revamped  American  History  course  offered  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  B  divisions,  7th  and  8th  grades. 
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3.  Adoption  of  Allyn  and  Bacon  Social  Studies  program 
for  students  in  AA  division,  7th  grade. 

4.  Reorganized  American  History  course  for  students 
in  A  and  AA  divisions,  8th  grade. 

5.  Completely  reorganized  Senior  Government  course. 

An  award  of  funds  by  the  Federal  Government  is  to  be 
used  in  purchase  of  audio-visual  aids  for  9th  grade  Anthro¬ 
pology  courses. 


OTHER  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST 

We  have  continued  our  policy  of  half  day  released  time 
teacher  workshops.  Although  this  scheduling  may  create 
minor  inconveniences,  it  is  the  only  way  to  plan  for  the 
changes  created  by  our  school  space  problems.  Our  teachers 
are  very  devoted  and  stay  many  afternoons  until  5:00,  but 
the  extra  two  hours  on  these  wokshop  days  are  vital  if  we  are 
to  maintain  our  high  standards. 

The  health  curriculum  is  almost  complete  and  will  be 
reviewed  soon  by  our  two,  twenty  member,  advisory  councils. 
These  forty  people  are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  willing¬ 
ness  to  meet  on  a  monthly  basis  to  review  our  plans  and 
programs. 

We  have  added  a  hockey  program  to  our  curriculum. 
This  new  winter  sport  is  both  popular  and  beneficial  in  pro¬ 
viding  students  with  a  lifetime  skill. 

We  have  established  a  year  round  maintenance  program 
whereby  classrooms,  corridors,  restrooms  and  offices  will  be 
painted  and  repaired  on  a  year  round  basis.  It  always  has 
been  impossible  for  us  to  keep  up  with  the  routine  main¬ 
tenance  of  over  60  classrooms.  A  substantial  long  range 
savings  should  occur  through  this  preventative  maintenance 
program. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
everyone  who  has  contributed  to  the  progress  of  the  Harwich 
Public  Schools  during  the  past  year  for  their  assistance.
